The investigation also resul- 
ted in the confiscation of paper 
used for wrapping cigarettes,, 
containers which had traces Of 
the drug, jmachines which were 
used to roll cigarettes and razor 
blades which werejsed to cut 
the supplies of "whole" mari- 
juana. 

Officials said the investiga- 
tion began a month ago when 
several places in the city were 
-Placed under suryeilliance, is 
continuing and indicates other 
places will be involved. The 
concern of authorities over the 
matter was reflected in com- 
ments from Sgt. Weast who said, 
"As far as 1 am concerned, the 
investigation has just bepn. It 
is a day and night operation, 
around the clock, and we are 
carrying our Investigation out- 
side the city." , 

Weast also pointed out how 
much residents of the city and 
parents of children can assist 
in the Investigation by offering 
any infdirmation which may have 
a bearing on the case, when he 
said, "1 think the people within 
the city should realize we have 
this problem, and we need their 
cooperation". 

Police Chief James E. Moore 
also demonstrated the extent of 
his concern over the matter 
when he told the VIRGINIA 



a very serious thing and we're 
going to do everything possible;

Moore also expressed Ids 
concern for those persons who 
may subject themselves to the 
use of the drug and the physical

■ Any investigation of this size 
represehts the joint efforts of 
many persons. This was pointed 
out by Chief Moore who* said, 
"A great deal of the credit goes 
to the city school officials and 
parents. 1 think we've had won- 
derful cooperation from the 
school authorities, and we've 
also had a great deal of help 
from the parents." 

The way Chief Moore summed 
up his praise of the method of 
investigation with "The juvenile 
officers, vice squad detectives, 
and public school officials have 
done a marvelous job".

City Leaders Cite Advantages of/^Liqudr- by -Drink 



Proponents of liquo^-by-tbe 
drinl( in Virginia Beach feel 
that a major breakthrough has 
been made by the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly, but to a: man, 
they say that it miist be prop- 
erly controlled to be effective 
and uroHhwhile. 

The cock^l before dinner 
is still a long way off in Vir- 
ginia Beach, but inf(^med sour- 
ces say they will tnake every 
effort to get the drinks into the 
restaurants and large hotels 
and motelis as soon as possible. 
That, however, could be many 
monflks. 

AfEer the bill is signed by 
Virgfoia Gov. Mills E. Godwin,

law on July 1, when most bills 
passed by the legislature are 
enacted. At that time, 3,516 
qualified voters, based on 15 
per cent of the vote in the 1964 
Presidential election, must 
petition for a referendum on the 
local option question. 

How long the gathering of 
names will take and the check- 
ing of those names against vo- 
ter rolls is unknown, but that 
is not expected to take very 
long. Next a referendum will 
probably be held In September. 
Then, if passed, the ABC Board 
which has board conttbl powers 
In the matter, will have 30 
days to set iq;> r\;les and start 
issuing licenses io tlusr^wte 



qualify. 

Unless there Is some un- 
expected change In procedure, 
the earliest possible date that 
liquor could be served is about 
Nov. 1. In the event the refer- 
endum fails, it cannot be voted 
on again for 47 months. 

The local option law will not 
permit open bars. Hard spirits 
will only be served to seated 
customers in restaurants and 
dining rooms of hotels and mo- 
tels. Under i^rovisions of the 
law only restaurants Uuit seat 
50 or more persons may apply 
Hk a license and motels, to 
be eligible, must have a min- 
imum of 40 guest rooms. 

Those that are actually 



granted a license will then have 
to maintain strict accounting 
of liquor sold. Fifty per cent 
or more of the sales in the 
establishments must be from 
food. Other severe restrictions 
have been setby the General 
AssemblJ'. It is these restrict- 
ions that sources believe helped 
the bill to pass. 

Scott Sterling, former pres- 
ident of the Vlrgiaia Beach Inn- 
keepers Association and oper- 
ator of the large Princess Anne 
Inn, is extremely pleased with 
the bill's pass0«e. He says he 
plans to apply for a license if 
and when the law allows. But 
be cautioned that the es^lish- 
ments must be run by "good 



moral operators" if much Is to 
be gained. 

"I believe we will see a 30 
to 40 per cent greater profit 
in restaurants In motel-hotels 
that serve drinks," said Ster- 
ling. "This won't come all at 
once in Virginia Beach. We have 
an image to overcome, and we 
must educate and Inform tour- 
ists and potential tourists." 

Sterling added that he feels 
the entire city will benefit, both 
In revenue and In tourism, by 
the new law. He said also that 
he hopes the people of Virginia 
Beach will vote favorably on the 
referendum. 

City Manager W. Russell 
Hatcbett, said, "I think this Is 



a real "progressive piece of 
legislation, and It will mean a 
great deal to Virginia Beach, 
as well as the entire state." 

The City Manager added that 
he would not be surprised to see 
a number of large hotels spring 
up in Virginia Beach If and when 
liquor may be served. 

Hatchett added that he has 
always been a proponent of local 
option but said liquor would only 
bring In revenue that amounts 
to a "drop In the bucket". (Jn 
the other hand, he said, para- 
mutual racing in Virginia Beach 
could "really bring in the tax 
revenue". 

Hatchett, long a proponent of 
a race track here says this 
would lengthen the tourist

season in the fall and spring. He 
pointed out that 26 states already 
have racing, some on local 
option. He did not say he has 
any immediate plans to try for 
racing here, but said It "would 
be a wonderful thing. 

"We can't hope to develop a 
city this size unless we find 
some other forms of revenue", 
added Hatchett. But he admitted 
llquor-by-the-drlnk will help. 

Al MaiUies, executive dire9- 
tor of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, said he 
hopes the Chamber will get 
behind the move for liquor. 

"I hope we can set up a 
special Chamber committee to 
help secure votes for the refer- 
endum and to. help teU the 
general public the entire story." 

Michael Savvides, operator of 
the Black Angus Restaurant and 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Restaurant Association, said he 
plans to apply for a license if 
the referendum passes. 

"I think it is a wonderful 
thiiig that the people can now 
finally vote on this matter," 
said Savvides. "And as a rest- 
auranteur I think that serving 
drinks will help us to accomo- 
date our customers better". 

He said he could not speak 
for the entire association, but 
that every member he had talked 
to seemed pleased and felt It 
would bring more business to 
Virginia Bracb. 

"And I really believe this wHl, 



promote more moderate drink- 
ing," added Savvides. 

Mayor Frank A. Dusch said, 
"I feel that this is important 
to tourism and to the ecbnomy 
of Virginia Beach. I am glad we 
have a chance to vote on (be 
matter." 

He added that he hopes the 
people of Virginia Beach will 
follow It through successfully, 
He said he feels confident the 
ABC Board will be able to 
handle the problems easifyr^ 

"No one who has one hot 
plate and five booths in a hole- 
in-the-wall will beaibletoserve 
drinks," said Dusch. "And thatk 
the way it should be. 1 wouldn't 
want it any other way." *" 

Democratic National Comm- 
itteeman Sidney S. Kellam, l(»ig 
an avid supporter of local 
option, said he has appeared 
at the last ttiree sessions of the 
Virginia General Assembly to 
sp^ out for the measure and 
that he is delighted with the 
results. 

"If it passes her^^enitwill 
be up to the peqpl« to see thai 
it Is pri^rly administered," 
said Kellam. 

There seems to be little 
organised opposition to the local 
option in Virginia Beach, and 
little is e)qi>ect«i to dtvekp.

While the majority of us look

These men are members of 
the Auxiliary Police, an active 
unit of the city'sOfflce of ClyU 
Defense, who work in close 
cooperation with regular police 
officers. 

Working on a voluntary basis 
men of the "Auxiliary", serving

Near 
the end of last year, it had been 
estimated the Auxiliary during 
the preceeding 12 months had 
volunteered more than 9,000 
hours. This amount of time fbr 
regular police officers would 
have cost the city an estimated 
$22,500. 

Other services performed by 
the Auxiliary would be aiding in 
guarding against looting of 
major shopping centers in the 
event of floods or hurricanes. 
This provides additional pro- 
tection to Pembroke Mall, 
Bayside Shopping Center, 
Kemps ville Shopping C e n t e r^. 
Princess Anne Plaza, and many 
business firms in Virginia 
Beach Borough. 

An active Civil Disturbance 
Squad fUlly equif^ed with hel- 
mets, gas masks and night sticks 
has been trained to work with 
replar police if required, and 
a photographic unit is b^ 
formed which could ddicument 
activities in the event of any 
disturbance. 

Sev^eral autos, siaUlar in 
color and lighting to regular 
police cars, are maintained by 
the "auxiliary" for use in 
traffic control, transportation 
adZliHitrpl during any emer- 
gency. 

Their worth to Virginia Beach 
could possibly be best summed 
up in the comment of First 
Police Precinct C.O. Capt. H. 
C. Terry who said, "They're 
worth their weight in gold".

"I feel that the presence of 
VISTA In the community has 
been important," said Pactor.

A'You'd 
never see a woman injaplace 
like that. I could never have 
thought of running an ^ley. But 
when bowling movedfinto rec- 
reation centers a few vears ago 
and became a familylsport, I 
thought I'd give it a trj 

"The nicest thing I skin this 
business is family bowling," he 
said. "When families do some- 
thing together, anything, it's a 
sign of closeness." 

A teen-aged girl with long 
blond hair sto|K)ed by the table 
at which Phelps was sitting to 
say hello and to spend a few 
minutes laughing and answering 
questions about herself and her 
family. When she had eone. 
Phelps grinned and said, "There 
are some kids that come inhere 
that I've known since ttiey were 
Bine years old. Seeing them is 
one of the biggest kicks I get." 

He paused, sipped at his 
coffee. "There were about half 
a dozen Uds that started cominsr 
In here years ago. 1 swear they 
might have turned out thieves. 
Their parents would tell you 
that, too. 



"Now I see them and they're 
in college and working hard. 
They're going to turn out fine, 
and this bowling lane is one of 
things that did it. I know that," 
he added. 

"There's that old thing about 
a healthy mind in a healthy body. 
Well, the proof's in the pudding, 
and I've seen it. Thoseboysare 
turning out fine." 

Phelps, born and raised in 
Norfolk, has less time now with 
his own family than he did eight 
years ago when he left the 
service station business tor 
what he thought were the greener 
pastures of his own bowling 
lanes.. 

The name "Thunderbird" 
goes back to Phelps' Ft. Sill, 
Okla. days, where he was 
stationed in 1944 with the U.S. 
Army. He picked up the name 
from the 45th Army division, 
who had gotten it from mytho-

"Thunderbird is defined in 
mythology, said Phelps, as a 
black bird with a yellow breast 
which creates thunder and 
lightning. 

"I'd always ttraught it was an 
exciting name," said Phelps, 
"and I decided back in 1944 that 
if I ever had a business that 
could use the name, 1 would call 
it Thunderbird." 

Of the three bowling lanes at 
Virginia Beach, Phelps' are the 
only lanes s^U under original 



ownership and management. 

"There public seems to think 
/we're doing a bang-up business 
here," he went on, "and that's 
part ofwhat's hurting me. We're 
attracting as much business as 
any of the lanes, but 1 suppose 
there are some alleys doing 
better." 

Phelps believes that the 
business runs in ten-year 
cycles, hitting a profit -peak 
When a new geherattonbecoines 
old enough to be interested in 
bowling. He got in on the "tail- 
end" of the first cycle, he said, 
when he opened the Thunderbird 
in 1959. The second cycle is 
just starting. 

"It's a hard business," said 
Phelps, "and I drive as much 
business out the door as I pull 
in because 1 want to keep this a 
family place, even if I go broke 
doing it." 

Phelps watched two bowlers 
for awhile, then continued, ''As 
long as 1 have the major part 
o^this business, Jt's goingtobe 
a bowling lane, not an alley. 

"The way thingis are now, I 
don't have any trouble getting 
to sleep nights. 

"I'm too far in just to get out 
now, anyway," said Phelps. 
"But just give me four more 
years, and 1 think I can crack 
this nut." 

The telephone behind his desk 
rang, and Joe Phelps hurried 
off to answer it.

Wolfsnare Park, which had 
not been completed at the last 
commission ' meeting, is ix>w 
open and functioning success- 
ftilly. The neighborhood park, 
off Great Neck Road, is built 
on land leased from people in 
tbe immediate area. 

St. Matthews Church, in the 
Sherry Park section, has lea- 
sed tbe city about six acres, 
said Director of Parks and 
Recreation Harold Whitehurst, 
to be used for a new park and 
playground. 

Marion Wrenn, member of 
tbe Commission, will bead a 
group to study the feasibility 
of developing the Kempsville 
water-way area into a new 
city park. The city will asso 
study tbe idea of dredging the 
land for a park, said White- 
hurst. 

A report to the Commiss- 
ion showed that tbe Public 
Works Department is still at 
work on the area land-fill at 
tbe city dump.

in a way, it is anticlimax. All 
that remains before the local 
option liquor-by-the-drink bill 
becomes law is the Governor's 
signature and a waiting period 
until July 1. 

The bill made it across the 
tough hurdles of committees, 
the House of Delegates and the 
State Senate. The votes were 
always close, but strong enough 
to show not onhr o change of 
heart of many legislators but 
also to mark this 1968 session 
of the Virginia Qeneral Assem- 
bly as a progressive legislature. 
That progressive nature must 
manifest itself manyfold before 
the session is over. 

Now the residents of Virginia 
Beach will have the right to 
sign a petition calling for a 
referendum. The question 
remains. . .Do the residents of 
Virginia Beach wcnrtt liquor-by- 
the-drink? We think so. We hope 
so. At least now we really will 
have the right to find out. 

This law does not permit a 
bar .on every corner. It is a 
well-written law with tight 



restrictions and numerous con^ 
trols, to be administered by the 
ABC Board. It does not force 
anyone to go out and drink. It 
merely puts the machinery in 
motion to allow a drink or two 
in pleasant atmosphere. . .and 
in public. 

When possible we now urge 
the qualified voters of Virginia 
Beach to petition for the refer- 
endum, to pass it overwhelm- 
ingly over any opposition, mo- 
ral, feeble or otherwise, then 
watch _lbfi„xbange in Virginia 
Beach. 

Liquor-by-the-drink is not a 
panacea for us, but it will bring 
more mature visitors who will 
stay longer and spend more 
money. And it will bring un- 
precedented growth to our 
resort industry, thus more 
revenue for the city. It is a step 
in the direction of progress. It 
was a tough step to take and it 
took a ton^ time and a lot of 
work by ^r city's leaders, 
among others, but it was taken 
. . .at last.

Keep Them in School 



Some years ago in a futile 
and perhaps foolish move to 
stave off Integration, Virginia's 
compulsory school attendance 
law was wiped from the books. 
Upon more sober reflection 
years later individual commun- 
ities began, one by one, to put 
the law on their books, no matter 
what the position of the state 
might be. 

Now a bi 1 1 has been introduced 
in the current session of the 
Virginia General Assembly that 
would put the state law back in 
the books for students ranging in 
age from 6-17. The bill is not 
necetsarilya controversial 
one, nor Is it necessarily a 
popular one. In fact, it has 
received little attention, ai^ 
though bocked by some of the 
more astute lawmakers of 
Virginia. 

Sen. William Hodges says it 
U futile to appropriate mi 1 1 Ions 
of dollars for education of our 
children when It Is optional 
whether they wish to get an 
educotlQn or not. We agree. It 
would be simpler If the State 
would odopt this bi 1 1 than to have 
a patchwork of community laws. 

The age of 17 may be quarrel- 
ed with by some, but we still 
believe It Is better to have our 
children In school through that 



age, especially since they must 
face the far more complex prob- 
lems of the world than most of us 
had to face. 

We hope the bill will pass, 
purely in the interest of the 
education of our children. The 
law should ne^er have been 
removed from the books in the 
first place. 

Heart Month 

The causes of death that app- 
ear too often on death certifi- 
cates offer persuasive testi- 
mony that the challenge of heart 
and blood vessel diseases are 
still the number one health 
problem here in Virginia Beach 
and all over our country. 

These diseases are respon- 
sible for 54 per cent of all 
deaths in the nation, although 
the death rate lias decreased 
by some 15 per cent in less 
than 2Q years. The advances 
have come through research 
programs made possible by the 
Heart Fund, and the Heart Fund 
dol lars have come f rom al I of us. 

The battle is not won. This is 
Heart Month. You will soon be 
contacted again by a Heart Fund 
volunteer. Give more this year, 
more of your time and more of 
your money, to a mighty worthy 
cause. 



The newly , opened Northern 
Virginia Mental Health Institute 
at Falls Church presents an 
^xamplenof what may be a new 
direction in the treatment and 
care of mental patients in the 
Old Dominion. The maximum 
stay at the Institute will be 
limited to six months and hope- 
fully the vast majority of the 
emotionally and mentally dis- 
turbed patients may be treated 
and returned to their respective 
communities within 60 days. 

This new focillty is but 
another forwar(i movement of a 
carefully planned progrom 
uplifting the treatment of th^ 
mentally ill In the State. The 
Virginia Treatment Center for 
Children in Richmond and Pet- 
ersburg Training School are 
other examples of these plans. 

Few people have understood 
that Virginia's system of mental 
hospitals was established on a 
charitable and benevolent prin- 
ciple. While the Old Donilnlon 
may proudly proclaim to have 
established the first public 
mental hospital In the notion, 
the stark fact remains that the 
Williamsburg hospital was 
opened in 1773 because the alms 
houses of those times, run 
mostly by churches, became 
unable to care for the insane 
entrusted to their care. There- 
fore, Eastern State Hospital, as 
it is now known, was the 
extension of colonial concern 
for the welfare of their less 
fortunate citizens. 

It was not until 1942 that the 



Department of Mental Hygiene 
and Hospitals was created by 
the General Assernbiy as a 



separate governmental entity. 
Until 1936 the mental hospitals 
operated independently with 
each having its own Board of 
Trustees. In 1937 these inde- 
pendent boards were dissolved 
In favor of a State Hospital 
Board which assumed the man- 
aging control of the hospitals 
til rough the superintendents 
until 1942. For budgetary pur- 
poses during this period, the 
hospitals were a part of the 
Department of Public Welfare. 

The charitable aspects which 
still exist today are found in the 
geriatric patients in the mental 
hospitals, who represent more 
than one-third of the resident 
patients. Yet, many of these 
pdllents suffer only minor psy- 
chiatric overtones and could be 
easily placed In non-psychiatric 
institutions, if such were avail- 
able. If this were possible^ a 
great deal of th^ effort of the 
medical teams Invthe hospitals 
could then be diverted to the 
treatment and care, and Indeed 
rehabilitation, of the acute 
psychiatric coses. 

Therefore, the State Hospital 
Board Is asking that the 1968 
General Assembly establish a 
Special Commlssibn for Geria- 
tric Patients In Mental Hospitals 
to study the entire health 
spectrum of the older resident 
In Virginia and make Its report, 
with recbmmehdations, to the 
Governor prior to the 1970 
legislative session.

H ave Spring Blooms in Winter 



(Editor's note: Here is 
another In a series on home 
horticulture by Dr. Wesley Jud- 
kings, horticulture department, 
Virginia Tech.) 

Those brown stems on your 
Forsythia and other spring 
flowering shrubs would burst 
into bloom If you bring them 
Into the house. After all, the 
poor things have been out In the 
cold all winter. Indoors they 
will bloom in a relatively short 
time. The steW of many types 
of flowering shrubs and trees 
may bsiused for beautiful winter 
iaj'rangknents. 

Do not be afraid that you will 
damage your shrubs by the 
removal of such stems. The 
cutting of branches from vigor- 
ous shrubs is a beneficial part 
of the pruning operation. This 
will help to renew the growth, 
and keep the bush in a low, 
well-proportioned form. 

When cutting stems for In- 
door use, select those will well- 
spaced side branches. Make a 

slanting cu t a t the basfr -aiuL 

place the stem in a container of 
cool, fresh water. Remove the 
buds and leaves from the basal 
part which will be under the 
water. Place the dormant 
branches in a warm, well-ligh- 
ted room until the flowers ap- 
pear. -_^ 

You need open, spreading 
growth to give good sut stems. 
Therefore, the best branches 
will besecured from shrubs at 



the edge of the open lawn area, 
or in a wide mixed border 
planting. Shrubs in the founda- ' 
tion planting around the hdus^ 
which are usually quite heavily 
pruned, wiU not provide attrac- 
tive, well-shaped branches. 

Many types of flowering 
shrubs and trees will add inter- 
est and beauty to your land- 
scape and supply branches for 
decorative use. If you don't have 
them already, plant some of the 
following kinds this spring: 

Forsythia is one of the most 
popular spring Qowaring shrubs 
with gay yellow flowers which 
appear before the foliage. 

Winter Honeysuckle is a me- 
dium-size spreading shrub 
which produces fragrant white 
flowers in April. The berries 
are attractive to birds. 

Fragrant Viburnum is a tall, 
erect shrub which has fragrant 
pink to white flowers in late 
March. 

Japanese Andromeda is a tall 
compact, bushy evergreen shrub 
with^ wlilte,Hjm-shaped flowers- 
in spraysUke Lily-of-the- Val- 
ley in latel April. 

Mountain Andromeda is a me- 
dium-size, compact, slow gro- 
wing shrub which produces 
white floweres in upright open 
panicles. 

Pussy Willow has large silky 
gray buds which add unique 
Interest to early spring flower 
arrangements. 

Fruit trees of many types will 



provide branches for early spr- 
ing forcing. The flowers of 
cherry, pear and plum are 
white. Apple and peach flowers 
have attractive pink tones. 

Native red maple produces 
interesting stem forms when 
the small flowers develop and 
the young leaves first appear. 

Horse-chestnut branches 
have showy flowers and attrac- 
tive young foliage. 

For really gay arrangements 
try some ofthesebranchesdur- 
Ing the drab days of late winter 
ai^ early sprlng.-

Virginia Wesleyan College 
expects to increase the ^- 
un^ in Its Ubrvy to more 
than 10,000 by June of this year. 

This objective was among 
goals for 1968 outlined by 
Pr^. Lambi^ M.Clarkespea- 
king to the education committee 
of the Norfolk Chamber of Com- 
merce last week. The group 
met for lunch and tour at the 
college. 

Clarke reported that Wesle- 
yan had 7,607 books catalogued 
in the college's library in Sept- . 
ember of 1967. That number has 
now increased toanu-oximately 
9,000, and Librarian E. Samuel 
Clay in, expects to add at 
least 1,500 more books by the 
end of this academic s^sion In 
June. Virginia Wesleyan re- 
ceived a $5,300 grant last 
spring from the U.S. Office 
of Education for library re- 
sources. Mcst of this is being 
spent for new books. 

The college has also received 
$7,500 from the General Board 
of Education of the Methodist 
Church for books. An additional 
grant of $2,500 is to be re- 
ceived for books from the Board 
of Education in .1968. Vlrgtaia 
Wesleyan oontinues to receive 
books and contributicms from 
individuals in the area. 

Virginia Wesleyan will begin 
construction on a new 210,000- 
volume library in March 1968 
for completion in August 1969. 
"Of course, it will be years 
before we have that number of 
volumes," said Clarke, "but 
this will give us an excellent 
f&ctlity in which to expand as 
the college continues to grow." 

In outlining other plans for 
1968, Clarke said the college 
will expand the curriculum for 
next fall with majors in at 
least eight areas within the 
liberal arts curriculum and will 
expand the evening program. 
There are now 12 members of 
the fUlltime faculty at Wesle- 
yan. The president indicated a 
desire to add six new faculty 
members to that number fbr 
next \ fall, Wesleyan also h^ 
eight i>art-time faculty mem- 
bers scheduled to teach in the 
evening program for the spring 
semeBt^^wginning in Febru- 
ary.

A bramble shark, or briar 
slork, was caught recently oft 
the Virginia coast by a scientist 
abMrd the research vessel Sea 
Breeze, an ocean trawler under 
charter by the Virginia Institute 
of Marine Science (VIMS) to 
conduct research on industrial 
fishii^ species. 

According to scientists, the 
bramble shark is very rare in 
the W^em Atlantic, though int 
uncommon in the Eastern At- 
lantic from West Africa to the 
Nortti Sea. Its occurrence off 
Virginia is consideredacci- 
dental. 

Dr. John A. Mustek. VIMS 
Ichthyologist and chief scientist 
aboard the Sea Breeze when the 
shark was caught, indicated that 
only two bramble sharks are 
recorded as having been caugM 
in the Western Atlantic. 

The shark measured 7/1/2 
feet long and weighed 250 
pounds, according to Dr. Mus- 
idc. The catch was made some 
75 miles ENE of Cape Henry, 
said Capt. W.E. Mansfield of 
the Sea Breeze. 

VIMS has donated the shark 
to the Smithsonian Institute at 
Washington, D.C. for its scein-^ 
tific and educational committee. 

Dr. Musick said that the spe- 
cies of shark poses no threatto 
swimmers.

Wonders on Rooms 



Cut fish into large pieces. 
Add 2 1/2 c. water, 1 T. of the 
butter, onion flakes, pepper and 
1 teas, of the salt.

Green Now 

1 FiSty years ago, ]ust after 
World War I, 16 out of 17 var- 
ieties of commercial celery 
were yellow, only one green. 
Since that time the green or 
pascal varieties ha^ve been 
sweetened and crisped to a 
point where the color scheme 
has t)e€n reversed. Florida cel- 
ery fields are a rich green; 
any yellow or golden celery is 
intended for European use.

These and other "magic 
tricks" can be economically 
achieved through the use of 
paint! 

Recording to a report Issued 
by the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, color experiments at 
Johns Hopkins University have 
shown that certain hues have 
amazing effects on our eyes 
and emotionis. 

Warm colors— red, orange 
and yellow— attract and Em- 
ulate to such a degree that a 
wall painted with them will 
seem to advance, or become 
closer to the viewer. 

Cool colors —blue, green 
. or violet— calm and soothe, and 
walls so painted appear to re- 
cede, or give the viewer an 
illusion that he is surrounded 
by more space than he act- 
ually is. 

(Airlines have discovered 
that color can stimulate or dep- 
ress the appetite. Green foods 
like salads make travelers feel 
serene— yellow ones like 
squash may help promote air- 
sickness.) 

But at home, at least thie 
walls stay in one place— and 
here are some tricks with co- 
lors to solve your decorating 
problems: 

'V' 

1. Need to opea up a small 
room? Use the same light cool 
shade of paint on all four walls 
and ceilings— and paint the 
woodwork the same color. 

a 

To go even further, use a 
matching scheme in the same 
shade for the room's rug-4md 
key curtains and slip covers 
to the same color note. 

But avoid monotony by 
splashing brlgjitly colored pil- 
lows on the sofa or couch, or 
striking a vivid note with gay 
ashtrays, or other accessories. 

2. Need to shorten a long 
room? If you own few pieces 
of furniture yet have a long 
narrow rectangle of a living 
room, try painting a darkshade 
of a warm color on the end 
walls. 

This will help "pull the room 
together" and provide a stri- 
king background for the furn- 
iture which is already there. 

Putting your sofa or othei' 
large piece of furniture on one 
of these end walls will help 
"back it up" and lend a feel- 
ing of cosiness*. 

3. Need "shadows"? The 
hardest wear areas of the 
house, kitchen,^throom, and 
all their dust-catching wood- 
work—may need a low gloss 
paint (of whatever color) to 
disguise their shortcomings. 

Until r^lcently, paint for such 
surfaces was often shiny, light- 
reflecting— and had to be, in 
order to be washable. 

On the market today, how- 
ever, is a new paint called 
Satinhide Latex Lo-Lustre En- 
amel, which combine^ soap 
and water clean-up adVpufitages 



with low shew. It drys fast 
and can be applied with brush, 
roller or spray. (Owrt nap 
covera are recommended for 
synthetic bristle brushes.) 

4. Need to "widen" a long, 
dark passageway? Paint It white 
all over— and add awhlte"txd>- 
ble-type" lig^rting fixture. 

A small, very narrow table 
—which won't impede inrogress 
—will help it look larger by 
suggestli% a smaller "scale" 
by comparison. 

If passage permits, try put- 
ting up very narrow (eight-inch) 
bookshelves, which "lead"— by 
t he 1 r horizontal suggestion— 
into the next room. 

5. Need to create more har- 
mony in a room? If furniture 
really doesn't match too well 
In scale or period, ti^ painting 
it all the same color. I 

Decorators say that more 
.than three colors in a rooQirr 
like too much ]ewel)7 on a 
woman— distract the eye and 
even give a feeling of clutter. 

To pick your shades, use a 
color wheel (your neighborhood 
library) which shows how to 
pick shades by hue (the color 
itself) the value Olehtness or 
darkness) and the chroina 
(brightness or intensity.) 

And then put that oM color 
magic to work! 

For Tender Eggs

Our tour included a four day 
ride on the nuclear-poweifed 
aircraft carrier Enterprise and 
a four day stay on the Island 
^^Oahu, Hawaii. In this article 
we will talk about Pearl Harbor 
Navy Base, pinpointed by many 
as our most important nava! 
base in terms of location. 

The only thing small about 
Pearl Harbor is the entrance, 
which is barely 400 feet wide. 
It embraces a Naval shipyard, 
submarine base, naval base, 
naval air station, fleet training 
center. Marine barracks and an 
ammunition depot. 

In this reporter's opinion, 
every American of this and 
future generations should, if ' 
possible, visit Pearl Harbor. 
The still visible scars of the 
infamous 1941 Japanese attack 
present a grim reminder that 
no history book can match. How 
many of us, for example, can 
name the U. S. battleships 
anchored in the harbor during 
the attack? 

We learned that the first wave 
of Japanese planes did not bomb 
Pearl Harbor. Instead, they 
struck lon the opposite side of the 
Island, bombing a marine air- 
field. The story was told to us 
that a civilian, on the Marine 
base, realized what was happen- 
ing and called Naval officials 
at Pearl Harbor alerting them 
of the attack. The call, it is 
said, was treated as a practical 
Joke. 

Once over Pearl Harbor the 
Jap planes spread their bombs 
on the huge battlewagon that lay 
at anchor, completely ignoring 
the Pearl Harbor submarine 
base. This proved to be a costly 
oversight. Pearl Harbor based 
submarines later were to send 
more than 13,000 Japanese ships 
to the bottom. 



One part of cfcir visit to Pearl 
Harbor Naval base was a 45 
minute tour of the harbor by 
water. Huge concrete moorings 
that anchored down such illus- 
trous battleships as the Mary- 
land, West Virginia, Tennessee, 
Utah, Pennsylvania and Arizona 
still are visible. 

Many of these ships withstood 
the barrage of J^)anese boinbs 
and lived to fight another day. 
Two did not. The USS Utah and 
the USS Arizona. 

Of the two, the Arizona is best 
remembered because hers was 
the greatest loss. Historians 
say the huge ship, first Struck 
by a torpedo, received a "per- 
fect air hit," estimated to be a 
1,000 pound bomb. Staffed with 
a crew of 1,473 men and offi- 
cers, only 289 survived. Still 
intombed in the hulk of the 
Arizona are the remains of 
1,102 men. 

Many people justifiably won- 
der why these men were left Ih 
the ship. The Arfzidna was hit 
hard and she sank fast. Two navy 
divers lost their lives trying 
salvage attempts. When navy 
officials determined it was 
impossible to raise the ship, 
permission was asked and re- 
ceived from the next of kin to 
l^ave these men on ship. They 
are there today. 

Our water tour included a 
stop off at the Arizona Memor- 
ial. The memorial was built 
across the Arizona hull at a cost 
of some $500,000, nwst of this 
money being raised by private 
donation. As one moves inside 
the memorial the full impact of 
the Pearl Harbor attack hits 
home. A hugh plaque is erected 
at one end of the memorial, 
proudly bearing the nam^ of 
every man who died, many of 
them below the very spot on 
which you stand. 

At low tide it is relatively 
easy to see what remains of the 
bow and stern sections of the 
huge ship. Small spots of oU 
from the Arizona's engine room 
still pop to the water's surface 
from 45 feet down, this after 29 
years. . .it is eerie and sober- 
ing! 



Hawaii's Chamber of Comrft- 
erce figures indicate that some 
one million Americans, living 
on the mainland, visited the 
Islands last year. Of this num- 
ber only 20 percent, or one of 
every five, took the time to visit 
Pearl Harbor. This figure is 
appaling, particularly when you 
note that fre'e Navy tours are 
available, as weirds commer- 
cial tours. 

Perhaps the answer would be 
a Pearl Harbor Memorialbuild- 
ing, housing replicas of the 
ships that were bombed, dis- 
playing ship flags and, of course, 
a complete listing of those who 
were lost. The idea is not 
original. It has been talked up 
by many but action is nil. Is it 
not reasonable to say that Pearl 
Harbor deserves the same 
reverence and recognition of 
The Alamo, Gettysburg and 
Yorktown? 

The cost of such a memorial 
could rightfully bj^ passed on to 
the American tourist. For while 
Pearl Harbor should never io 
'iuiy sense be tagged as a tourist 
attraction, it could indeed 
become a shrine, standing boldly 
on the Island of Oahu, presenting 

a constant reminder to friends 
and foes alike that America 
remembers. 

Some high ranking Navy offi- 
cials, while understandably not 
wishing to be quoted, are visibly 
concerned over the fact the 
Arizona Memorial stands alone 
as a reminder of the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. A Navy ctuptain, 
assigned to the USS Utah during 
the attack, told us that a Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor 
winner went down with the ship. 
This Captain allegedly has 
written to Utah state officials 
in an effort to stir up some 
action, . .so far, nothing! 

To this reporter, visible steps 
should be taken to keep Pearl 
Harbor, and its history, cor- 
rectly in focus. Many Ameri- 
cans, in addition to the honored 
dead of the Arizona, gave their 
lives. It would seem that they, 
too, should have their names 
inscribed in history. In this way 
their sons, daughters and des- 
cendants could more easily 
carry the burden of loss.

Marshall is chairman of the 
Mayor's committee appointed 
late last year to look into the 
feasibility of building a new 
complex or expanding the old 
one. The committee has been 
doing a great deal of groundwork 
and is e}q;)ected to complete its 
report soon, especially now that 
the trip has been made. 

The five-man delegation tra- 
veled to Memphis, Monroe, 
(Louisiana) Miami, Miami 
Beach, St. Petersburg and 
Atlanta before returning to 
; Virginia Beach late yesterday. 
A scheduled stop in New Orleans 



was cancelled because of bau 
weather. No plane connections 
could be made. 

All of the facilities visited 
were fairly new ones, and before 
the trip Marshall told the 
YffiCINIA BEACH SUN, the 
TO^Jmmittee had "no preconceived 
notions." 

After the tour, Marshall said, 
"I was particularly impressed 
with the stadium in Memphis. 
It's the most outstanding one we 
saw for the money." 

The stadium, with its fiber- 
glass seats cost about $3.5 
million, and officials told the 
committee it could be complete- 
ly covered for another $1.5 
million. Marshall said this type 
of stadium was "extremely 
feasible" in Tidewater, but that 
he did not think it could be 
strictly a Virginia Beach sta- 
dium. It seats 50,125 and is the 
home of the annual Liberty 
Bowl game. 

Marshall said the committee 
saw several beautiful convention 
-cultural center complexes, but 
that each member was particu- 
larly impressed with the one in. 
Monroe, La., where Bill Lllli- 
man, former director of the 
Dome at Virginia Beach, is now 
director. 

It has a theatre which seats 



2,300, an arena for sports or 
conventions which holds 7,000 
and has dining facilities tot 
1,800 persons. It can accomo- 
date any Indoor sports event or 
ice show, according to Marshall. 

"The unbelievable th ing is 
that it was built for only $6 
million," said Marshall. He 
added that this figure is excep- 
tionally low for such a facility. 
Monroe is a small town and 
serves a total trade arefi of only 
100,000, a far smaller area than 
• Tidewater. . 

"Without exception, everyone 
we have talked to has suggested 
we consider a one-sport stadi- 
um only, "said Marshall. "They 
say make it either football or 
baseball, not both." Football is 
the sport discussed for a 
Tidewater stadium. 

Marshall said the committee 
took a number of pictures and 
soon will make its report to 
Council. 

"Ocean City, Md. is planidng 
to build a new complex," said 
Marshall. "If they can do it, I 
know we can." 

The committee made the trip 
at an estimated cost of $1,500 
to the city. 

Asked what the committee did , 
in their spare time on the whirl- 
wind trip, Marshall asked 
"What spare time?"

"I think it's the greatest 
news I've heard since I've been 
in public office," said W. Rus- 
sell Hatchett, Virginia Beach 
City Manager.

The formation of Civil de- 
fense units throughout the 
United States during World War 
n was the factor behind the be- 
ginning of the Oceana Volunteer 
Fire Department of Virginia 
Beach. 

A small group of civic min- 
ded men, in 1942, formed such 
a unit to offer protection to 
residents of that region, and 
mounting a "C.D. pump" on a 
small trailer they went into op- 
eration. In 1948 the department 
was Incorporated, the land on 
which the "station house" is 
situated was donated by the 
Potter family, and men of the 
department began a fund rais- 
ing drive for equipment and 
went to work consfructing the 
headquarters building them- 
sfflves. 

Today a group of 20 men, 
with 14 of these being "reg- 
ular" members- of the "vol- 
unteers", are devoting their 
attention to protecting approx- 
imately 4,000 homes, 9 schools 
and 8 churches in Lynnhaven 
Borough, as well as the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach. The 



present stock of equlpmeht con- 
sists of three "pumper" trucks 
and one salvage truck. 

As with all volunteer fire 
fighting units in the city, Oceana 
operates on money obtained 
through various public ftmd 
drives and elect men who will 
direct the units' operation. The 
officers are Jacob Bramer, 
pres.; Ellia.

General 
Krulak devoted most of his re- 
marks to the role our marines 
are playing in the Viet Nam 
war.

oersonable host. 

From Camp smith our group 
was ferried by three Muine 
helicc^ters to the airstrip at 
Kaneohe Bay. The 15 minute 
fu^t took us directly over 
the Koolru Mountain range. 

Departing the 'copters, our 
group traveled by bus to an 
area known as the Kansas 
tower. To reach our destination 
it was necessary to go around 
and UP an extremely high moun- 
tain. The view was worth the 
trip for in addition to being a 
key military (Aservation point, 
Kansas tower affords one not 
OiUy a look d^wn on the rolling 
surf but aim y^-ar«^I6Be

At Kansas' Towei^'ira were 
briefed by Col. D.H. Stapp, 
commanding ofilcer of the First 
Marine Brigade. From there 
It was Imck down the mountain, 
dtence to the Interior of Oahu 
where we were to visit the 
marine jungle warfare school.' 
This was to prove the most 
Interesting part of the day. 

The Jungle warfare training 
school is well named. It is, in- 
deed, carved out of the Jungle. 

No sooner had we entered 
the dense underbursh than a 
very authentic looking Viet 
Cong guerrilla Appeared from 
nowhere. Letting loose a blood 
chilling yell, he tossed what 
appeared to be a grenade dir- 
ectly in front of the group. Ha- 
voc set in. You talk about civ- 
ilians scrambling. That is one 
picture I would have dearly 
loved to have brought back. The 
object of our "separation" was, 
of course, a Marine disguised 
as the enemy. We got the idea 
in a hurry! 

Following that litUe indoc- 
trination, our groiv was es- 
corted down a very lonely look- 
ing Jungle path. At approximat- 
ely 100 foot separation points, 
Marines were stationed to give

"As fast as we learn their 
jungle tricks,'^ said one Mar- 
ine, "they come up with a new 
batch.

During a big push, he leaves 
the booby traps and waits from 
a safe distance for the sound 
that will tell we have taken the 
bait.

Projecting from Virginia

The overflow was met, he 
added, by converting all private 
rooms into semi-private rooms 
and by hospitalitingsome 
patients at the old 45 -bed 
hospital at 27th Street. 

The new extended-care unit, 
with 50 beds, now going up 
beside the hospital will relieve, 
for the present, that overflow. 

There are obstacles that will 
have to be overcome, said 
Willis, in having Virginia 
Beach's application for a grant 
accepted. The State of Virginia 
is allocated a sum of money, 
varying each year, from the 
federal government for hospital 
aid. The money is distributed 
as the state's Advisory Council 
sees fit. 

The state is divided into areas 
from which a list is compiled, 
with the areas possessing the 
fewest hospital beds per capita 
leading the list for application 
acceptance. (Virginia Beach is 
15 on the 1968 list, along with 
Norfolk and 52 per cent of 
Chesapeake. 

But the council does not get 
an application from every area 
first on the list, Willis added. 
it is possible that there will be 
a part (rf the federal allocation 
left for the Tidewaiei^i^ If 
80, Virginia Beadi wilt thm be 



in competition wlth-ftiHjthiBr 
area cities to have its applica- 
tion accepted. 

What must be done, Willis 
added, is to justify Virginia 
Beach's needs, to show that they 
are as great as any in the state. 

Willis hopes that the 1968 
census planned for the city will 
lift the recognized population 



of Virginia Beach several thou- 
sand over the number currently 
given by the University of 
Virginia census-takers. The 
higher the city's established 
population in relation to its 
existing 105 hospital beds, the 
more chance Willis sees for the 
application to be accepted at 
Richmond.

Persons entering the Beach 
Borough Police Precinct, at 
19th Street and Arctic Avenue, 
will be pleasantly impressed 
by the atmosphere of welcome 
which men of the station tave 
created through their decorat- 
ion of the precinct lobby.

These men are 
concerned with the protection 
of military personnel from all 
branches of the Armed Forces 
whieh may t>e stationed in or 
near the city of Virginia Beach. 

Chief Queen approached 
Capt. R.C. Davis, Precinct 
CO., with the thought of ill- 
ustrating this "uniqueness" of 
the detachment in' an emblem 
which would be equally unique 
to the unit. 

Capt. Davis, using his art- 
istic talents, designed the 
plaque to represent all bran- 
ches of the Armed Forces. Da- 
vis felt this could best be acc- 




omplished by placing the trad- 
itional symbol of Justice, a 
blindfolded woman weighing ev- 
idence of pleas, on a sh4>'s 
anchor, and flanking her with 
the abbreviations"M.P.", 
"A.P." and "S.P.". The final 
"touch" was enclosing the 
symbol of justice with the title 
"U.S. NAVY SHORE PATROL". 



Upon completion the emblem 
was mounted on the platpie 
which was placed opposite the 
precinct plaque bearing the seal 
of the City of Virginia Beach 
to illustrate the close cocq)- 
eration of the men of the Shore 
Patrol Detachment with those 
of the city's Police Division.

How sad it is that young high 
school students in Virginia 
Beach have been involved inthe 
recent narcotics crackdown. 
But let us put the nnatter in 
proper perspective. 

it would be wrong to condemn 
all the students of Virginia 
Beach high schools or even to 
jtfC^jr^what the enti rj "young-. 
er^eneration is coming to*', 
when such a minute fraction of 
our teenage population is 
involved In the current crisis. 
When only about 30 of our city's 
school age population have been 
arrested or questioned concern- 
ing the use oi marijuana, the 
accusing finger is hardly being 
pointed at youth in general. 

The sale of or use of mari- 
juana Is againsti^he law. Those 
charged with either; should they 
be proved guilty, will be wrong. 
They should not have been 
involved. But serious as the 
problem Is, the seriousness of 
the circumstances should also 



be kept in proper perspective. 

We cannot condone the sale of 
any drugs in Virginia Beach or 
elsewhere, and we will continue 
to rai^e a strong voice against 
it. We cannot condone the use of 
any narcotic by anyone, partic- 
ularly youth%, and we will 
continue to raise a strong voice 
s-ln opposition. But we will not 
damii all because of a few. 

Virginia Beach school offic- 
ials and police have worked 
together closely in this matter 
in an effort to stamp out the 
problem before something much 
worse happens. This is as it 
should be, and we hope the 
present unpleasant situation can 
be cleared up quickly ar>^ with 
a minimum amount of additional 
undue publicity ior a generally 
ffnlB lot of high school students. 

We believe In the younger 
generation, and we are always 
sorry when even a small element 
gets tied up in a mess likethi$, 
usually just for "kicks".

I What About Violence? 

'i (Reprinted with permission from THE AMERICAN RIFLEMAN) 



In a syndicated year-end article at the happy 
holiday season, the leader of one of the many 
marches on much-marched-upon Washington 
blamed the "violence of the American spirit" 
fbr African slavery, Indian repression, exter- 
mination of the buffalo, gangsterism, the KKK 
and making "the gunman a hero." 

Two newspapers old and large enough to be 
grown up, in New york and Washington, prate 
editorially that we Americans are a violent 
people, brutishly addicted to mauling and mur- 
dering our fellow men. One quotes the New 
York City police cdmmissioner as deploring our 
national violence. 

Anyone battling through life in 6 of our lar- 
gest cities, including Chicago and New York, may 
well be stunned by the crashing Inqttct of crime. 
These 6 cities, with a tenth of the U.S. population 
all told, produced a fifth of all UJS. homicides 
and crime in 1966, Whereas over a third of size- 
able American cities reported no homicides at 
all. The same report indicates that If otie of its 
statistical classifications Is excluded, thehomi- 
clde rate for most of tiie UjS. population de- 
creases by about one half. 

Therefore we object, on behalf, of nearly 
200,000,000 Americans who have had no' part In 
homefront violence, to sensational assertions 
that Americans on the whole are a violent people. 
Many of ^ose who say so would brand U19 mark 
of Cain up^ihe nation's brow to further! hi^y 
restrictive nationwide firearms legislation. In 
the cold light of fact, we question that such leg- 
islation is necessary. 

The upswing In violence in recent years coin- 
cides with 2 developments that the U.S. Govern- 
ment ought to be able to curb administratively, 
without firearms leglilationby Congress or any- 
one else. One is: 

Television's growing incitement to murder 
and mayhem by abnormal, exaggerated em{diasis 
on misuse of firearms aind all mannet of dla^ 
bolical attacks. 

Ironically, come of the same networks tittt 
have smeared legitimate firearms ownership 
under guise of protecting the American pdalic 
from guns have televised guq)lay, gore and 
horror galore. 

This bombardment, if we may use the wtmt. 



ai^roaches a 7-day, 24-hour saturation of the 
American mind with the notion that gunplay is 
good clean Am. Does it really stir up violence? 
Hear this: 

"It has been found that normal persons who 
see a violent (televised) film subsequently ex- 
hibit nearly twice as much violence as persons 
who have not seen such a film." 

Ironically Indeed, this statement was made 
by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (Conn.), author of sev- 
eral firearms control bills including the pending 
S.l, on July 30, 1964, after years of hearings 
before his Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Juvenile Delinquency. Dodd deplored the lack of 
"any serious effort" to calm down television«- 
but no bHl has yet been advanced to do so. 

Not everyone, it should be noted, agrees that 
Congressional action Is necessary. Some feel 
the FCC could reduce TV violence by adminis- 
trative order. 

A second definite factor inthe crime increase, 
in the opinion of many police chiefs, is the cut- 
rate sale of che^ imported handguns. Shoddily^ 
manufactured by a few foreign makers, hundreds 
of thousands of these have been pe(Mled in recent 
years by a handful of U.S. dealers. Prices as 
low as $8 or $10 have placed concealable hand- 
guns within reach of multitudes who never be- 
fore could afford them. Most figure in "crime 
of passion" or amateurish holdups, which form 
the bulk of the increase In viol«>ce. 

Again, administrative action a^ears to'be 
all that is necessary. 

Here then, withoirt the fireworks and (brensics 
of a major issue In Congress, aire 2 practical 
steps tonnrd reducing violence. Both lave been 
recognized, (ttscussed, and-^for some reason- 
quietly shelved. 

Will the Administration act now? It can, with- 
in waitlnf for Congress or transferring any 
burd^ of mes to ttiat ai«ust body. 

The A<bnlnlstratlon pwsessessufdcleot auth- 
ority to bar by Executive directkui these 
mi8«rably-made, pt^^lalty defective arms that) 
ecutoUiato so much to rising violence. I^a few 
foreign mamifaetiu'ers become offended. State 
Department diplomacy stouki be equal to that 
crisis.

While most dilld psydiolo- 
gists agree ttat youngsters 
should receive an allowance, it 
often tak^ a financial credit 
expert to advise you on how to 
administer it. 

There's plenty you can do to 
teach a child to handle money, 
say Nation^ Consumer Finance 
Association researchers, who 
have compiled this list of 
suggestions for getting your 
youngster off to a solvent start 
in life. 

1. Give him a regular allow- 
ance. Even a modest amount, 
received at regular intervals, 
helps a child learn the ABC's of 
money management and gives 
him Uie sense of indepeiKience 
that comes with being able to 
buy some small items on his 
own. This fixed amount shotdd 
be something he can depend on; 
if you withhold his allowance 
as punishment, you defeat your 
purpose of teaching him to 
handle a regular "income." 

For the same reason, be firm 
abput mt^vingextraallouance 
qac^ the initial sum is spent, 
in the long r\m, you'll be doing 
your child a favor by showing 
him that it's important to 
t)udget his money over a certain 
period. 

2. Teach him the importance 
of credit. There are times, 
however, when a child may 
urgently need extra money in 
addition to his regular allow- 
ance. Just as you may make 
purchases on Qie installmlht 
plan or bortow from a reliable 
state-regulated consumer 
fiiance company, such as those 
which are members of the 
NCPA, he can letrn to use credit 
as a tpol. 

You'll be helping him if you 
show him that he can have what 
he wants now, paying for it as 
he uses it. One way to do this is 
to let him borrow money from 
you for sometling he needs

under the Unlforjn Gifb to 
Minors Act, as defined in your 
own state's Personal Property 
Laws, parents can deduct cer- 
tain deposits in a savings 
account under the child's own 
name. 

A word of warning from the 
financial experts: don't insist 
that a youngster of any age save 
all his money. He needs practice 
in spending as well as saving. 

4. Help him to spend his 
money wisely. It's a good idea 
to give a child some guidelines 
for disposing of his allowance. 
He shouldn't be allowed un- 
limited foolish expenditures 
just beraiuse he has earned or 
been given some money. On the 
other hand, don't dictate every- 



thing he buys, A child may profit 
as much firom his financial 
mistakes as from his successful 
spending. 

5. Set a good example. Child- 
ren are as imitative as monkeys. 
They may try to do as they're 
told, but usually they do as they 
see their parents do. Spend your 
paycheck the day you get it. . . 
don't put anything in the bttnk 
. . .fall to meet your financial 
obligations on time— and you'll 
probably raise a youngster who 
is unable to handle money 
wisely. 

However, if you have the right 
attitudes about money, the 
chances are great that he'll 
gr6w into good financial habits 
with a bit of intelligent help 
from you.

Sex Education at Early Age

ceo ToldConflicting Groups May 
Confuse Stadium-Center Plans 



The Mayor's special comm- 
ittee looking into the feasibility 
of a new stadium and conven- 
tion-cultural center In Virginia 
Beach met with the Council of 
Civic Organizations, members 
of other Interested organlza- 
tlers, and representatives from 
neighboring cities at Bayslde 
Elementary School last night. 

The chairman of the spedal 
committee, Bayslde Councilman 
Lawrence Marshall presented 
a report of his committee to/ 
date, including a synopsis' 
facilities seen on a recent 
southern trip to study the 
• matter. Besides Marshall, 
Councilman Al Bonney and 
Assistant City Manager Roger 
Scott serve on the committee. 
On the tripto Memphis, Monroe, 
(La.) Miami, Miami Beach, St. 
Petersburg and Atlanta, they 
were accompainied by Coun- 
cilman George Ferrell and 
Civic Center Director, Sam 
Scott. 

The meeting was originally 
set two weeks ago, but was 
cancelled by snow and icy con- 
ditions, ceo president Herb 
Dugroo said the purpose of the 
meeting was to get all the facts 
on the situation to date and to 
begin to push for locations for 
both astadtum and a convention- 
cultural center easily acc- 
essible to the best traffic i^utes 
and to those who will be using 
the facilities. 

Dugroo said it was Us tltink- 
Ing that the two facililies would 
have to be stqiarate, and that 
a stadium should be built on 
a share-basis wltb as nutny 
other Tidewater cities as wished 
to join."! 



^Marshall added that he 
supports the idea of a multi- 
city stadium as being most 
feasible in the area, and that 
Virginia Beadi could not go it 
alone. He also pointed out that 
few, ^f any , stadiums in the 
country make money, and that 
few convention centers operate 
J in the black. 

Oiv the idea of public -bonds 
Ibeing sold to finance the facility, 
Marshall said, "1 think It's 
going to be pretty hard to sell 
bonds for a facility which 
probably won't make money". 

Although Marshall said his 
committee welcomed any help, 
he felt that efforts now being 
planned by other groups would 
certainly cause a tremendous 
overlap and duplication of effort. 



"But if someone has a better 
idea than we do, I'll gladly do 
my part and back them, "said 
Marshall. 

The day after the committee 
returned from the trip, a bill 
was introduced in the Virginia 
rtouse of Delegates by Chesa- 
peake Del. Robert Gibson, that 
would create a Tidewater Re- 
creational and Cultural 
Authority for Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake, Norfore and Ports- 
mouth. Marshall said he did 
not know of the bill before it 
was introduced. 

The next day a private 
committee, now drawing up a 
non *T profit corporation, was 
revealed in the four cities with 
the same aim. The {wo Virginia 
Beach men on the committee are 



Reid Ervin and Dr. John Mapp. 
Ervin, who was invited to the 
ceo meeting by Dugreo, told 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN, that 
he too felt a centrally located 
multi-city stadium should be 
built, that he was in favor 
of a multi-sport stadium, that 
it should be built where most 
accessible^ that he too had seen 
the Memphis stadium and was 
most Impressed, and that If 
the Gibson bill becomes law 
and an Authority <^ is se t up, 
his committee willpass along 

anything it has done. > 
Authority is set up,j|us comm- 
ittee will pass along anything 
it has done. 

He added that the group hapes 
to raise maney for a "concensus 
study" of the matter that will 



hopefully be rievlewed by in- 
terested city councils. 

"1 think we have to build 
public interest, said Ervin. "so 
the voters will go to City Council 
and force the issue." 

Ervin added that he did not 
see any real duplication of effort 
"with^o many groups worklnfon 
the matter. "1 hope there'll be 
cooperation," he said. 

As a site for a new convention 
center, the city-owned land off 
Laskin and Holly Roads once 
used for seiJvage disposal was 
again dlscussM. Part of the land 
would have to be filled in, but 
it was felt the cost would be less 
there than at some other places 
near the oceanfront.

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Narcotics Agent Answers Queries 



The current investigation into 
the movement of marijuana 
through the city of Virginia 
Beach roused the curiosity of 
mkny of us as what marijuana 
* will do, the problems raised by 
It, and the extent of it's use. 

To obtain answers to some of 
these questions, the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN spoke with Andrew 
J. Heneghen, agent in charge of 
the Norfolk office of the Narco- 
tics Bureau of the U.S. Treasury 
Department, who is highly 
respected for his knowledge of 
marijuana. 

The text of the questions and 
answers of that interview are 
being published in the public 
Interest, and in hopes it may 
be of benefit in ^urbing suoh 
activity. c^ 

Quei^tlon: Is the use of mari- 
juana on the Increase? 

Answer: There isanlncrease 
In the use of marijuana nation- 
ally, but In most areas it's .a 
greater Increase than in Vir- 
ginia. 

Question: Apparently users 
of marijuana in schools have 
been known for some time, why 
was no iictlon taken be fore? 

Answfi": No comment. 
<;^uasuon: Is marijuana habit 
fdrming, and is It dangerous? 

Answer: U Is halbit forming, 
yes, but not addicting. As for the 
danger of It, we have long been 
concerned about the association 
of marijuana and violence. His- 
torically we see a parallel 
between the two things, violence:, 
and marijuana. In some parts 



of the world, particularly North 
Africa and the Near East, marl7 
juana is known as "hashlsh"i 
This word means the assassins. 
The reason it got this name Is 
a particular tribe which speci- 
alized in assassinations frequ- 
ently used marijuana before 
committing their crimes, and 
the people in that part of the 
world associated the tribe with 
the drug itself. 

Question: Will the use of 
marijuana possibly lead to the 
use of other, and stronger, 
drugs? 

Answer: Possibly, but I 
wouldn't make the "flat out" 
statement that the use of mari- 
juana will lead to addicting 
drugs. 

Question; What sort of person 
uses marijuana, and why? 

Answer: In most situations 
where we find a person who has 
been abusing drugs, whether 
habit forming or addicting 
drugs, we rarely encounter an 
individual who doesn't seem to 
have some Inadequacies. They 
use this drug seemingly to give 
them a feeling of adequacy. That 
appears to be the personality 
factor we encounter with a good 
manyjifihese people. 



Question: What can be done 
about the problem? 

Answer: I would say tltsse 
situations, just like any otkcr 
criminal activity, should b« 
reported to the proper authori- 
ties; that's the only way anything 
can be done to eliminate them. 
With respect to narcotics drup 
and inarl juanai we have adequate 
state and federal laws at pre- 



sent. I cannot comment about 
drugs such as "LSD 25", 
"aphetamlne",and "barbituate* 
drugs as the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics does not have Juris- 
diction there. 

Question: Do enforcement 
agencies do enough on this 
matter? 

Answer: I feel certain that If 
they weren't doing work we 
would see a lot more of the 
potent varieties of marijuana. 
^ Question: Doenforcement 
agencies work together? 

Answer: Oh yes, we have very 
good close cooperation on nar- 
cotic enforcement matters. 

Question: What good does a 
"crackdown" do? Do the users 
and pushers simply go under- 
ground for a while? 

Answer: I don't like the word 
"crackdown", but we would like 
to think we are In a position to 
maintain steady pressure on 
those who traffic in marijuana. 

Question: Where does mari- 
juana come from? Is orgaid- 
zed crime a source? 

Answ^i:: As ypu ^w mart- 
juaaa can be grown almidit any- 
where In the United States, in- 
cluding Virginia. As for or- 
ganized crime, I don't think we 
have that situation here, in 
terms of the syndicate opera- 
tion. Perhaps some of the mar- 
ijuana in this area now may 
have been brought into the re- 
gion from another location in 
the midwestern United States, 
where it had been grown for 
some time. 

Question: How about other 
narcotic traffic, is it here, is 



it prevalent, and what can pe 
done? 

Answer: We have a small 
group of "heroin" addicts in 
the Tidewater area, none of 
which are known to reside in 
or frequent the Virginia Beach 
region. One of the factors which 
has motivated some of the young 
people to experiment with 
marijuana has been the false 
Information that marijuana Is 
harmless. At the present time 
there are about three scien- 
tific studies underway to eva- 
luate the dangerous character- 
istics of marijuana. We expect 
that some of these findings 
will be made public shortly 
and that young persons will then 
be better informed on the dan- 
gerous aspects of marijuana 
and simlllar drugs. 

Question: What can those of 
us connected with newspapers 
and radio do about It? 

Answer: I think the news- 
papers coul<} help by helping 
to maintain the adequate laws 
that we have to govern these 
dangerous drugs. Should some 
highly articulate and vocal 
groups undertake a mission to 
remove such laws, thi s Inf or- 
malion should be given to the 
pepple, so they might be aware 
of %hat is being attempted, and 
if they oppose such a change 
they're In a position to be In- 
formed about It. There Is an 
organization known as 
"LEMAR" which is aimed at 
abolishing the laws. 

Question: Are known sources 
being watched? 

Answer: No comment.

Development of the Police 
Academy has been sparked 
through the efforts of raemtsers 
of the Hampton Roads Commit- 
tee on Area-Wide Cooperation 
and a special study group of the 
committee headed by Mayor Ann 
H. Kilgore of Hampton. The 
study group created the Police 
Academy advisory committee of 
, which Chief C.J. Staylor, Jr. of 
Norfolk Is chairman. 

In addition to Chief Staylor 
and Mayor Kilgore, the advisory 
commltte includes: Lt. L. L. 
Crutchfield, Suffolk Department 
of Police; Hon. H.V. Hooper, 
Newport News City councilman; 
Chief John J. Lucey, Hampton 
Police Department; Capt, Henry 
C. Mapes, Newport News Divis- 
ion of Police and Public Safety; 
Capt A. B. Roane, Chesapeake 
Police Department; Capt. Harry 
Terry, Virginia Beach Police 
Department; and Deputy Chl^ 
C. L. Warren, Portsmouth 
Police Department. 

In keeping with plans of the 
advisory committee, the Acad- 
emy will afford a uniform basic 
training program for all of the 
jurisdictions in Tidewater Vir- 
ginia who would like to partici- 
pate. Members of any recog- 
nized law enforcement agency 
In the area, as well as members 
of police departments and 
sheriffs offices, are eligible 
for assignment to the Academy. 

Two chief advantages the 
committee sees in the estab- 
llshment of the. Academy, 
Spector says, are the economies 
of a coordinated program and 
the frequency with which train- 
ing sessions may be scheduled. 
Present plans call for regularly 
scheduled sessions once every 
two months during the academic 
year. 

Each training session will run 
for a total of 210 hours, five 
days a week, for a period of six 
weeks and will comprise class 
room lectures and field exer- 
cises. Some 63 persons will 
participate as instructors.

Seatack Volunteers Claim Old ^ 
SphooTas Their Headquarters 



Many residents of Virginia 
Beach probably have a closer 
relationship with the Seatack 
Volunteer Fire Dept. than they 
realize. 

For the building which serves 
as headquarter^ of the depart- 
ment, located on South Birdneck 
Road, was once used as the 
Seatack Elementary School. Of 
course the building as It stands 
today is the result of several 
renovations and additions over 
a number ofyears. Shortly after 
organization of theSeatack 
"Volunteers" in July of 1948, 
the building and land was donated 
for use as headquarters of the 
unit through a grant from the 
trustees of the school. 

Actually the beginning of the 
Seatack "Volunteers" began In 
1943 as a Civil Defense Unit 
during the World War n. This 
operation continued until 1948 
when 21 men completed required 
courses of instructions to 
qualify as fire fighters, and 
banded together. Sylvester Shaw 
was^ elected as the unit's first 
chief, with Aaron A. Parsons 
assistant chief, and Rev. David 
T. White as president. 

By use of a public fund drive 
the group raised $1,000 In 
contributions andbojrrowed 
another $1,500 to purchase a 
"pumper" engine from the 
Oceana Volunteer Fire Depart- 



ment. Today the operation of the 
unit involves four pieces of 
equipment, two "pumpers", one 
of which was purchased in 1966, 
one salvage truck anda"tan- 
ker". 

The present officers are 
c. Joseph V. Grlmstead, president; 
L.C. Northern, vice president; 
Preston H. Watkins, secretary; 
and Rev. David T. White, trea- 
surer. Aaron A. Parsons has 
held the position of "Chief 
since 1950. He Is assisted by 
Irving Gary, 1st assistant chief; 
Ervlng Hoggany, Sr., 2nd assis- 
tant chief, and SUas Hyman, 
captain. 

The present strength of the 
unit is 35 men but there are 
more men wanting to join the 
department whose names have 
been placed on waiting lists 
awaiting future openings. 

When questioned by the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN about the 
progress of the unit over the 
years. Parson said "I think 
we've done remarkal)ly well in 
spite of the difficulty we have in 
soliciting funds. The fellows in 
the department from time to 
time chip in to help In meeting^ 
notes due on money borrowed 
from banks". « ., 

One of the main projects at 
the department now Is the 
completion of renovating the 
second floor ofthe station house 



which will contain office space, 
a meeting room, recreation 
room, and ^ace for several 
bunk beds. Men of the depart- 
ment are doing the work on a 
voluntary basis. 

Seatack "Volunteers" are 
proud of their Ladles Auxiliary 
and the assistance given b^em 
In various projects suchasfUnd 
raising drives. The Auxiliary 
officers are Mary E. Parsons, 
president and Ag^e Gary, vice 
president; who direct the group 
in many successful chari^ 
drives conducted in the comm- 
unity. 

While the Seatack unit, like 
several other volunteer fire 
departments in the city dote not 
operate a restue squad. Chief 
Parson said, "We recognize the 
need for It", and that such an 
operation is in the planning 
stage. 

Recognizing the need for 
continued improvement of their 
operation, members of the 
department attend weekly drill 
and training sessions Involving 
the changes in fire limiting 
methods and equipment. 

Chief Parsons spoke with 
pride about the members of the 
department when he said, "I'm 
vefy ha^y w^^IiveTell^ 
relationship with the pe<q)IeQt 
the community and unity in the 
department". 



Civic Center Discussion 
Is Topic for ceo Meeting 
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Snow, ice and hazardous 
driving conditions forced the 
postponement of a Council of 
Civic Organizations meeting 
several weeks ago, but the 
meeting has now been resched- 
uled for Feb. 14. 

Earlier several city officials 
and ceo members were to meet 
at the old Nike site off Salem 
Road to examine what progress 
has been made toward improv- 
ing the present civic center or 
building a new one. 

The newly scheduled meeting, 
however will expand the orig- 
inal scope. Delegates from 
Virginia Beach, as well as from 
Chesapeake andPorts mouth 
sports clubs have also been 
Invited to the meeting, as has 
Jim Dunn, general manager of 
the Neptunes. 

In addition, Sam Scott, direc- 
tor of the present Civic Center 
at the-IJome, and representa- 
tives of the mayor's special 
committee on a stadium and 
convention - cultural buildings 
will be present. 

The Mayor's special commit- 
tee is headed by Bayside 
Councilman Lawrence Marshall 
Although a report is expected 
from that committee soon, 
details have not been "made 
public so far. 

There is growing sentiment 
to build a new complex instead 
of expanding the present facil- 
ity, partly becayse of the parking 
problems that would be created. 
Without the new building attach- 
ed, the Ruritan National conven- 
tion proved that the parking lot 
is too small,and that the facility 
Itself is not big enough for a 
large , convention. Part of the 
activities were scheduled 
simultaneously In the Cavalier 
Hotel and viewed on closed 
circuit television. 

There is also speculation that 
"many xttyufflctals^ arelropeltn 
a new site can be found in the 
Beach Borough near the major- 
ity of large hotels and motels. 

Herbert E. Dugroo, CCO 
president, however. Is reported 
to have said that the CCO feels 
the new center should be In the 
northern end of the city near the 
Interstate system. 

Although there is hope that a 
new convention-cultural c^er 
could begin In Virginia Beach 



next year, Marshall says there 
is nottilng definite so far. 

Two other proposals have 
been voiced. A Virginia Beach 
developer has offered to give 
the city land on Shore Drive 
near Great Neck Road, and that 
matter has been taken under 
advisement. Also a plan to fill 
In the swampy area around the 
old sewage disposal plant off 
Holly Road and Laskln Road, 
and building the ^clllty on that 
city-owned property is report- 
edly gaining steady support. 



Councilman George B^:^ 
Ferrell has also said that 
several Councilmen will proba- 
bly travel to other areas of tht; 
country similar to Vlrglnil'^ 
Beach to study what has been 
done there. He noted that he 
would be happy to make a trip, 
and several other councilmen 
have indicated they w(MUd be 
ready to travel also in th^ hope 
of getting all the necessary tects 
before making any ccmcrete 
move that could cost upward of 
$12 million. 



Pilot Averts Disaster^ 



Quick thinking and fast action 
by a Naval aviator recently 
averted what could have been a 
major disaster at an Army 
airfield In South Vietnam's 
Mekong Delta. 

Lt. Cdr. Allen Weseleskey of 
Thunderbird Drive, a pilot with 
Navy Helicopter Attack (Light) 
Squadron Three, the "Seawol- 
ves," had just landed at the 
VInh Long Army airfield where 
his detachment Is stationed. 

As he was leaving hls aircraft, 
he heard a muffled .explosion 
and saw flames shoot up across 
the runway where an army 
helicopter was being refueled. 
Grabbing the emergency flte 
extinguisher from his own craft, 
Lt. Cmdr. Weseleskey darted 
across the landing strip to 
assist two soldiers who were 
already battling the blaze. 

When he got to the scene, he 
flrst pulled at the fuel hose to 
get it out of the flames so the 
truck could be driven to safety. 
However, the open nozzle kept 
feeding fUel to the fire which 
was fast getting out of control. 

Calling for the driver to 
remount his truck, Lt. Cmdr. 
Wesele^ey began spraying the 
Are with his extinguisher ^>^e 
shielding the driver. ^Fhe-truck 
made It only a few truck-lenths 
away when It stalled, still 
dragging the burning, tael 
spouting hose. The base fire 
trucks arrived then and L^ 
Cmdr. Weseleskey panned one 
of the hoses which he an>Ued 
to the burning truck. 

The fuel pourli^ from the still 
burning nozzle began flowing 
dangerously near anoU^r 
parked helo. Seeing this, the 



Navy pilot and an Army pilot at 
the scene. Warrant Officer 
Charles H. Hardin, got the 
aircraft started and alrbrame 
before the flames could reach 
it. 

After setting down sitfdy 
across the runway, Lt. Oindr. 
Weseleskey raced back to the 
burning helo to assist the fire 
fighters. The truck fire was 
under control, but th6ichoK>er 
was still burning freely. 

Seeing the ordnance bad not 
yet been removed, he called for 
assistance to jottison the rocket 
pods and remove the machine 
gun ammunition. This done, be 
and a fireman scrambled to the 
top of the tmmlng helicopter 
with a hose to flood the engine 
and transmission coniipftrt- 
ments. 

Fighting the fire from the top 
and at its base finally htmnfiA 
It under control. And though 
there was little of the burned 
helo left, thore were no person- 
nel casualtii», and a major 
disaster had been averted.

The 
wbrd "e6ci«>e" tells all, for in 
this taidi ttie men of our sul>- 
m'artaie ibrce are taught the 
daagws of underwater life and 
how btet to obmbat ttiem. No 
ntfen can qua^ for submarine 
dMy tithout first undergoing 
rigid traiwag in the escape 
tj&ik. / 

Almost unbelievable techni- 
quibs and ecpiipment have been 
developed to give underwater 
sUlors better odds pursuing a

Try holding your breath for 
30 seconds, landa rough! At the 
P<^1 Harbor escape training 
tahk men are taught to hold 
their breath for as long as 
2 1/2 minutes.

I Following this most enjoyable 
erience, our group headed' 
the docks and a ride on tiie 
Swordfish. On the way we 
jliarned some Interesting facts 
i^t Pearl Harbor submarine 
itase. Adm. Chester Nlmltz, 
ttien Cmdr. Nlmltz, established 
the base in 1912. What was once 
a swunpy parcel of land is now 
a de^ water basin, housing the 
most modera and devastating 
siAmarlnes In the world. 

Dieftel-operated submarines 
are beciomlng a thing of the 
past. Polaris and nuclear 
powered submarines prowl the 
Pacific ffom this home b^e. 
dhargod with ttie awesome re- 
sponslbillty of keeping our 
lifeline to Vietnam intact. Al- 
though there are those who 
{Consider submarines as "out- 
dated** in modern warfare, this 
fheUng otwtottsly is not shared 
liy Navy and defense dtficials. 
.The building of nuclear pow- 
ared submarines has top 
prtority in Uiis country. Russia 
is well ahead of us in the race, 
bjr almost 4-to-l. 

Russian submarines patrol 
tie Pearl Harbor waters "close 
enough to getaWalklkisuntan,"

cribed it. We had that little 
ttiought in mind as our group 
boarded the submarine Sword- 
fish for a trip "down under." 

This is a great ship. Built in 
I9SS, it is sttll ma^ilficent in 
operation. The Swordfish was 
designed as an "attack" sub- 
marine whose primary function 
is to seek out and destroy 
enemy ships of any type includ- 
ing e tie my submarines. 

As we boarded the Swordfish 
each man in the group was given 
a small radiationdetector , since 
the ship is powered by a nuclear 
reactor. "Anything to make us 
nervous," I was thinking. Sea- 
sick pills also were handed out. 
Being an old salt from the 
Atlantic, I ^med mine off to 
one of the group that possibly 
could put it to better use. 

The captain of the Swordfish 
allowed our groups of 15 to ride 
"top" deck as she sailed out of 
the harbor. It must have been 
quite a sight to those on shore. 
I can hear them now "if that's 
the crew, we have fQt<,prol>- 
<leia»l"^<: .. uuM : •,;■;.,., ... 

Speaking of the crew, the 
Swordfish carries 85 men and 
officers. Duty on any submarine 
is strictly on a volunteer basis. 
Interestingly enough, the sub- 
marine division has a higher 
percentage of reenlistmentthan 
any other branch of the Navy. 
Althou^ submarines are 
being built bigger than ever 
before, space remains as a 
major problem. The Swordfish 
is some four stories high and 
267. feet long, but still there's 
just "room to breathe." 

Most of the crew work a 12 
hour shift with two men assign- 
ed to one bunk. Wherever there's 
space to stretch out you will 
find a bed, usually a collapsible 
type. In the aft section where 
there are four firing tubes, we 
found an off duty crewman 
grabtdng 40 wtaiks in his bunk. 
His arm was partially wrapped 
alround a giant, awesome-look- 
ing torpedoi, Brother, that's 
some sleeping companion! 

Before making a dive, the 
skipper "upped" periscope and 
allowed each of us to "eyeball" 
Diamondhead Mountain and 
other points of interest along 
Walkiki Beach. Although many 
miles away, the powerful lens 
made you feel as though tt was 
right on you. 

yAs we took ouj^ turn on the 
^'scope", 1 couldn't help but 
reflect back to the earlydaysof 
World War 11 when German U 
boats were prowling off the 
Virginia Beach coastline; of how 
really simple it was for the 
German sds to stalk our 
convoys departing Hampton 
Roads and, with periscope pre- 
cision, pick their kill. Today's 
modern stA>marine has the

advantage of iqpdated radar, 
sonic and computer devises to 
locate its victim. However, tbe 
submarine skipper sttU relies 
a great deal on what he sees 
through ttie periscope -when it 
comes ttme to "unload." 

After everyone had a peek, 
our 8kiK>er lowered periscope 
and ordered adive. This was the 
only time we had a sensation of 
movement. It reminded me of an 
express elevator moving up- 
ward or downward in an ex- 
tremely tall building, 

A submarine Is handled much 
like a mpderfl aircraft. For lack 
of a better descriptton there Is 
a pilot pa co-pilot sitting side 
by side. Each works a steering 
wheel similar to those in an 
automobile. On a dive the wheel 
is pushed forward. When sur- 
&clng thw wheel is pulled bade 
In the direction of the navigator. 
Of course there is much more 
to the navigatton of a sub, hut 
in simple terms, that's Oie way 
they do it. 

The skipper let this reporte'^ 
sU at the coii^ols during «» 
dive in which the sub covered 
500 feet in exadly 90 seconds. 
Felt like Buck Rodgers for 
awhUeJ 

The Swordfish, although 10 
years old, is one of our faster 
submarines. Her top speed, 
depth capabilittes, along with 
pertinei^ facts ontt»eelectr«rtc 
and radar aboard is highly' 
classified. 

Regardless, when we rrturned 
to dockslde and departed ttie 



Swordfish ft was with ttie flirm 
oonvictfon that the silbmarines 
we build and the men who are 
trained to sail thtm ^e second 
to none. 

The role of the iStaiarine 
increases as rapidly fls new 
war clouds on the horicon. It 
can be no other way on a planet 
ttiat is 80 perceitf water. 

And so perhaps it is quite 
proper that the UtUe boys of 
this generation have reidaced 
as hero worsh4>pers "cops'n 
robbers" witii jet fighter in Uie 
air and sidtnnarine men of the 
sea. For it seems a certainty 
that the desttny, the futore and 
the hopes of this country rkles 
in the (»d9)lt of a plane flying 
too Ugh to see and in the hullc 
of a submarine too deep to 
detect. The 20th century moves 
on at an accelerated pace. To 
survive we must keep step, at 
any price! 

(Next week in a concluding 
article we will review our ex- 
periences and impressions of 
nine days with the Navy on 
patrol in the Pacific. We wiU 
attempt to bring into proper ^ 
focus the most serious problem 
fadng our Navy today, the lack 
of reenlistments!)

As soon as the District Court 
brought an end to one of the 
greatest injustices ever done to 
localities, the State's new 
budget was thrown into a panic. 
As soon as the court said that 
ALL of the federal impact funds 
not half should be given to the 
localities they were meant to 
serve, the new budget for the 
1968-70 biennium was in grave 
danger of not balancing, even 
with an $81 million bond issue. 

Virginia Beach officials ap- 
plauded the verdict, andalthough 
the State noted that an appeal 
was possibie, tNy feel the 
localities can win on appeal too. 
Finally Virginia Beach will get 
the proper cu^unt of federal 
money due us, and no doubt the 
funds will be a big equalizer 
in the city's hew budget. Hope- 
fully taxes will not have to rise, 
or at least, perhaps not as much. 

But do not pity the State which 
almost immediately said taxes 
might have to be raised. For 
within a few days, almost as If 
by' rrhglc, ^enough money was 
found from new looks at sales 



tax revenue and other sources 
not only to match the amount to 
be lost by the impact funds but 
also to leave an additional $1.8 
million left over for distribu- 
tion, possibly to the colleges 
and universities which need it 
so desperately. Amazing. 

So what would have happened 
had" the court not made this 
decisions The windfall would 
still have been there in. the 
State coffers, and we in Virginia 
Beach would have gone right on 
paying for the State's problems, 
while our own locality continues 
to be strangled for the need of 
additional revenue. The time 
has come for the localities to 
reap the harvest of windfalls. 

And the State of Virginia 
should be ashamed of itlteif for 
noting an appeal in the impact 
funds case. All we want Is what 
is coming to us, and the court 
has awarded us that. If the State 
can't pull another magical wind- 
fall out of the hat next time, then 
maybe something concrete like 
paramutuel racing couid help. 
Taxes are high enough.

We were more than pleased to find the following editorial in the Feb. 8, 1968, issue of the 
Alexandria, Virginia, JOURNAL-STANDARD. It is reprinted here so that citizens of "Delightful 
Virginia Beach" can see what others think of us. 

It is. especially pleasing that this editorial eomes from a city so abounding in early American 
history itself. 



America's first travel writer hailed Virginia 
Beach as "no fitter place for man's habitation." 

And ever since Sir George Percy waded 
ashore with Captain John Smith 360 years ago, 
multitudes from pioneers and pirates to Presi- 
dents have cooled their feet on the sands of this 
Virginia seashore. 

By recently incorporating adjacent Princess 
Anne County, Virginia Beach can now call Itself 
"the world's largest resort." The city officially 
measures 25 nailes by 15 miles, and can claim to 
be. the ninth largest city — in area — In the 
United States, the National Geographic Society 
says. 

Sunny weather and miles of glisteiting sand 
beaches have made Virginia Beach a popular 
resort for nearly a hundred years. The old 
Princess Anne Hotel was renowned ttsroughout 
the East; it entertained such illustrious gueste as 
President William Howard Taft and the Barry- 
more family. The ultramodern Prlnc^ji Anne ' 
inn of today carries' on the same tradttloD. "' ■ 
~4lany^vactionista forget that Vir^iiiaBeadila 
one of the Nation's most historic areas. The 
.bustling downtown area is only 60-yearsold,but 
Princess Anne County has existed officially for 
272 years. The oldest bt-ick dwelling in the 
United States, the Adam Thoroughgood Hpuse, 
stands there. 

Pioneer visitors to Virginia Beach met with an 
unforgettable rec^tion — a volley of arrows 
from hostile Chesapeake Indians. After Imr- 
stormy months crossing the Atlantic, the first 



permanent English settlers in America stepped 
ahore at Vfa-ginia Beach's Cape Henry on April 
26, 1807. 

Wrote English journalist Sir George Percy: 
"At night when we were going aboard then came 
the savages creeping on all fours from the hills 
like bears withtheOrbews in their mouth, cinrged 
us very desperately in the face and hurt Captain 
Gabriu Aretier ^both hands and a sailor in two 
places of the body, Very dangerous. 

"After tiley had spent their arrows and felt the 
sharpnMs of our shot they rusbedlntothetiroods 
with a great degl of noi§f^and so left us," 

The hardy pioneers soon discovered local 
pleasures. Sir George reported: 

"We came to a plade where (the Indians) had 
a great fire and had be^ newly roasting oysters. 
We ate some which were very large and delicate 
in taste. . . .Going a little further we came onto 
a plot of ground full of fine and beautiful 
strawberries, four times bigger and better ti^ 
oant'tii En^aind^^ . . ^ -^ .. -^„. 

- -Tfrovfir tht English were^^ dtii^ited with 
Virginia Beach and surroundinp^, they sailed up 
the James River and settled Jamestown for 
greater safety against Spanish'attack. , 

Many years later, the notorious Blacld)eard 
roamed the shores of Virginia Beach, and 
allegedly Iwrled gold there. 

Bladcbeard's horde has yet to be found, but 
more enduring treasures — succulent Lynnhaven 
oysters and {Atn^ strawberrt»-<-still |dease 
visitors.

Since the biggest chunk of your food budget usually 1 
goek-tot, meat, it pays to get the most for your money. 
Right now, fresh ham will give your t^udget a break. 
Stores are offering whole or half hams at 49* a pound. 
And half a fresh ham is better than none. They weigh 
about 5-7 lbs. and should amply serve a large family, 
with some left over for sandwiches and enough to be used 
in hash, chow mein om lima bean casserole. 

But first, we have To roast it. There are more waya to 
roast fresh ham than a porker has legs,~ and it's tiie 
basting that makes the difference. First, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and put, fat side up, on a rack in ma 
open, shallow roasting pan. Insert meat thermcmteter 
inside biggest part of meat so it doesnt touch the bolK^^iit 
Roast in pre-heated oven (326*F) until thermometer 
rasters 186*F. This is about 40 minutes per pound. 

For basting, some people prefer dry white wine, fruit 
Juice, pan dripping^, or a sauce of ketchup, vinegar, moa- 
tard and Worcestershire sauce. But I insist on cider. Yoa 
can't imagine how cider enhances the flavor of f rerit poric, 
and what a nice finish it gives to the ham. The outside will 
turn black all over. You'll need about 3 cu^ of eider. 

A 6 lb. ham plus the elder should cost about |S.l6. The 
cost of electricity to cook it, just 6*. Quite a bargain, 
electricity. Think about that when you're cooking.

If you have not pruned your 
grape vines yet, I suggest that 
this l>e done as soon as possible. 
Grapes are borne on shoots 
develc^ing from buds on one- 
-year wood or canes. Vines are 
pruned each year to train the 
trunks and arms so that a re- 
maining small amount of old 
wood supports the desirable 
new (one-year) wood. 

With most grape varieties, 
canes measuring about 1/4 inch 
in diameter between the fifth 
and sixth tMjds have been most 
productive. Canes with eight 
to ten buds after pruning are 
the most desirable length. 
These should lead away from as 
near the trunk of the vines as 
possible. Choose well located 
canes near the base of the 
fruiting canes that were left, 
and cut back to bne or two buds 
for renewal spurs to provide 
cane in this location for fruiting 
the following year. Remove all 
surplus wood, leaving only 
fruiting cane and spurs. 

The arms should be fastened 
in place by tying them to the 
trellis or arbor with strips of 
cloth, twins, or raffia. < Tto* 
canes may be held more sec- 
urely and rubbing avoided if 
the twine is wrapped completely 
around the wire and then tlM 
around the cane. It is Impor-

Hattkett FMs Mail Bags 



Virginia Beach City Manager 
W. ItuBsell Hatchett has been 
busily writing letters to mem- 
bers of the Virginia Beach 
delegation to the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly qn one matter 
and to all Virginia Congressmen 
and Senators on another. 

Still other letters are ej^ect- 
ed to be forthcoming to f«Ie>fal 
officials on a third matter, 
already approved by City 
Council. 

In his letter to the Assembly- 
men, Hatchett explained that he 
and many others charged with 
prepiration of a municipal budf 
get had many unanswered 
questions concerning the for- 
mula used in allocating school 
fund^ to localities. 

He added that the formula 
"attempts to require and de- 
termine local effort based 
entirely on real estate taxes." 
"The inequity of such an 
approval is most glaring," said 
Hatchett in the letter. 

Hatchett went on to say that 
the present formula has ever 
been completely understood by 
any officials with whom he has 
come in contact. 

He then suggested a resolu- 
tion to be passed by both houses 
of the legislature asking dis- 
continuance of the formula and 
determining exactly what the 
State will do as its share toward 
the cost of education on a per 
pupiL basis. He said then no 
..fluestjlons will arise concerning 
foirness. 

Because Hatchett said he 
realized some localities could 
not meet their local financial 
obligations in this matter, he 
suggested a contingency fund to 
make outright grants where 
absolutely necessary, to be paid 
with statewide funds. 

The letter to the U.S. Senators 
and Virginia Congressmen con- 
cerned the proposed cut in 
federal Impact funds for locali- 
ties. Hatchett said he wished to 
express his concern on this 
matter of cotttog the funds by 
20%, particularly since Virginia 
Beach gets such a large share 
-<tf 4l»e^^Mds-ior the purp^^ oL 
educiyUng Ifeif mlly - connect«l 
children. 

The letter went on to note that 
Hatchett could not see how 
Congress covld c^ ttie funds 
DOW with the cost of education 
omtiiiolng to rise and since they 
IttveHeeiiaUoeated for 12 years. 
The IcMer wai written witbtn 
a few chqrs after Hatchett learn- 



ed the State of Virginia would 
not appeal a case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States that 
would give all Impact funds to 
localities which were supposed 
to receive them. The State had 
been withholding . half of the 
funds, and had been distributing 
them statewide, until forced'to 
stop by a three- judge federal 
court recently. 



Hatchett's third letter, to 
federal officials, will be in the 
form of re-aivUcation for fed- 
eral funds for the Little Island 
recreational area at Suidbridge, 
turned down by the government 
recently. Council has approved 
the re-anpllcation and has per- 
mitted Hatchett to try again for 
the fumls.

No Kindergartens 
School Board Says 



Virginia Beach will not have 
public school kindergartens in 
1968 and probably not in 1969, 
J.W. Buffington, chairman, said 
at Tuesday's School Board 
meeting. 

This was in answer to a list 
of "suggestions" put forward 
In a report of the League of 
Women Voters of Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach. Mrs.McArthur 
Tozer, president of the League, 
said her organization had re-' 
cently completed a study of the 
feasibility of kindergartens In 
both the Virginia, Beach and 
Norfolk school systenns, butthe 
results have not yet been pub- 
lished. She offered a "summa- 
tlon'of their findings," however. 

These were: That the League 
supports public school kinder- 
gartens. 

♦ That the League is in favor 
of two half day sessions rather- 
than one five-hour session as 
required by the State for funds. 

♦ That there be a teacher- 
pupil ratio of not over 29 to 1 
with a helper. 

* That kindergartens be for 
the full school term rather than 
just for a summer term (which 
Virginia Beach presently has). 

*■ That the League supports 
hii^er salaries and enforcement 
of requirements for Improve- 
ment of teacher education. 

* That the League supports 
higher local property taxes as 
long as they are iesignated for 
uise by the schools. 

To which Buffington answer- 
ED, "I am forced to say that we 
have no plans for kindergartens 
in '68, and I don't think we will 
in '69. Under the present cir- 

the needs moctimporUuit^imw." 
Mrs. Tozer suggested that 
first grade teachers "must see 
quite a difference in children 
whose parents could afford 
private kindergartens and those 
who could not." 

Robert Deford, Jr., a school 
board member, then replied, 
"I want to assure the League 
that we are doing all possible 
to get the best education possi- 
ble for the children In Virginia 
Beach." 

Buffingtoa pointed out that of 
1,600 teachers In the Virginia 
Beach school system.only seven 



are certified to teach kinder- 
garten. He also said there are 
not enough classrooms for kind- 
ergartens. 

"A pupil-teacher ratio of 29- 
I would eliminate us from State 



aid," Buffington said. "We must 
have an average daily attendance 
of 30 which would mean about 
38 children per class."

About June 1 bids for the new 
junior high school In the 
Bellamy Manor area will be 
opened.

The Little Theatre of Virginia 
Beach has scored anotlii^vhit 
with its current offering, "the 
Late Christopher Bean," a very 
dated comedy by Sidney Howard. 
Both the costumes by Myrtle 
Rutledge and the set by Penny 
Martin have helped create the 
atmosphere of a long forgotten 
era in American history. The 
players at the Courtyard Play- 
house have brought back those 
terrible "depths of the depres- 
sion" days of the early 1930's 
most successfully. 

The play itself is just not that 
great, although it is a pleasant 
enough comedy and study of 
human nature. The action revol- 
ves around a simple country 
doctor, his social-climber of a 
wife, his 26-year old unmarried 
"baby" daughter, a younger 
more pleasant daughter, and a 
housekeeper-cook of 14 years. 

The whole lot of them are 
reasonably happy and content 
with life ^ it is, even if the good 
doctor Is beginning to feel the 
pinch of his patients not being 
able to pay their medical bills. 
But their lives are complicated 
by a collection of honest and 
unsavory characters who come 
onto the scene. They come when 
the art works of one Christopher 
Beans become one of the "hott- 
est items" of the art world in 
New York. 

Bean had been the doctor's 
patient. He had no family, and 
was taken in by the doctor and 
nursed until he died 10 years 
before. He left several paintings 
in the house. Suddenly the 



paintings are famous and greed 
enters the happy household. 

John Hafling does a superb 
job as the doctor and head of the 
f^iHily. He holds the pace toget- 
her beautifully. And Theresa 
Worair, his wife, is excellent as 
the scheming, but nice, snob. 
Susanne Hume as the older 
i^lster has a tendency to play 
the role too young and some- 
times her voice reaches too 
high, but for the most part her 
characterization of the "budding 
old maid" is a pleasing one. 

As the younger sister, Susan 
Epstein, does a nice job. Her 
facial expressions and reactions 
to what is going on around her 
mark her as a fine actress to- 
be. 

It is Anne Henry, as Abby, 
the housekeeper, who takes all 
the honors in this one. Her 
characterization is flawless.

Salinity readings from the 
bay have shown a definite in- 
crease in the salt content since 
the pumping began with levels 
of over 10 percent noted in 
some sections.

I Ex-User Discusses *Pot'

Following is an interview with 
a 20-year-old college student, 
who, until a little over a month 
ago, was a user of marijtmna. 
At tbe time she began smoking 
"pot", she lived in Virginia 
Beach. She no longer (to^, and 
is in no way connected witti the 
current investigation of mari- 
juana here and in the subsequent 
arrests^She is best described 
as intelligent, attractive and a 
modern "free thinker". 

She talked willingly with this 
reporter, and answered all 
questions with apparent honesty. 
No attempt is being made to 
judge her, morally or other- 
wise, ami her answers are 
faithfully reproduced. 

Following the interview, this 
reporter discussed her answers 
with a Virginia Beach physician. 
From the small amoui^ of In- 
sight into her personality and 
character he was able to glean 
from them, it was his opinion 
that she did have soHie emo- 
tional problems, but he could 
not be certain to wl^t extent 
they had reached. 

He also felt that her ' 'hangup" 
was rebellion. , .rebellion 
against both authority and 
society. Degree of rebellion and 
what form it has taken in her 
life is only partially apparent 
from her answers, according to 
the doctor. 

Remembering that doctors' 
and police officials agree that 
marijuana, unless overused, is 
not luirmful physically, that they 
agree it can lead to the use of 
more dangerous drugs, and that 
since it is used more frequently 
by those with mental or emo-- 
tional problems It can cause 
,^eep^r problems, here Is the 
interview. 

Question: How long were you 
a user of marijuana? 

Answer: About six months. I 
started last summer, and 
smoked my last "Joint" (stick 
of marijuana rolled in cigarette 
form) about a month ago. 

Question; What drugs did you 
try? 

" Answer: Just "pot", nothing 
else. No acid (LSD), diet pills 
or pep pills. 

Question: Why did you start? 

Answer: I was exposed to It 
through the group I ran around 
with. It was available and 1 was 
curious, so I tried it. 

Question: What did you get 
out of it? 

Answer: Not really a whole 
lot. While I was "high" I guess 
1 was more prone to think 
pleasant thoughts, not just how

me — aesthetic things— more, 
like nature and artistic things 
and music, espedally music. 

Question: What dldltdofeywi 
physically and mentally? 
. Answer: It made me lig^- 
headed, and it put me in a good 
mood. 1 6tm't think It (an make 
you do anything you wouldn't do 
anyway. While I was high, I had 
a dislike for any kind of hassle, 
but I was never Impaired phy- 
sically, and I don't remenober 
ever seeing any of my friends 
impaired in ,any way. I have 
known people to pass out after 
smoking pcyt for hours and hours, 
but I've seen the same thing 
happen with alcohol. 

Question: Did you feel a need 
for more and more pot as you 
continued to smoke it? 

Answer: No. All it would take 
to get me high was a few drags. 
Some peopleit would take a little 
more than others. And it all 
depended on the mood you were 
in to begin with. If you were 
d^ressed, it could cause a bad 
"trip" or a "low". That hap- 
peneid to me only once, the last 
time I smoke it. It increased 
my depression and put me In a 
worse mood. It had been some 
time since I had smoked It, and 
that low helped stop me for 
good. But I sttU think it's a lot 
less> dangerous than alcohol. 

Question: Do you regret any 
of your actions while on pot? 

Answer: I don't think so. You 
are maybe a little less Inhibit- 
ed, but I think a girl is more 
likely to be less Inhibited in a 
crowd anyway. The danger is In 
not worrying about thlnp, like 
driving. 

Question: Why did you stop? 

Answeir: Pressure from my^ 
family. They found out about it, 
and were very upset. I was 
worried about the distress It 
might cause them if 1 yras caught. 
And I really didn't need it. So 
I promised to quit. ' 

Question: Any urge to contin- 
ue? 

Answer: No, I don't think so. 
Nothinr^^more than wanting a 
cigarette, and 1 did promise not 
to. I won't break my proi|nlse. 

Question: How did you get the 
marijuana? 

Answer: That's easy. 1 never 
tad id buy ahy.My friends al- 
ways had some. It's very avail- 
able; or at least it was' until the 
crackdown. Now everybody I 
know is "clean". It's che^ 
enough for'the kind of person 
who tries it. Each joint costs 
about 50 cents to a dollar. That's 
about the standard price, and 
one joint is enough to get three

There's sometbiag new in 
pilot and bombardier-navigator 
training. 

The innovation is the 
Grumman TC-4C, a hybrid bird 
with the nose of the A6-A In- 
truder (the Navy's most 
sophisticated all weather attack 
bomber) and the body of another 
Grumman aircraft, a civilian 
twin-turboprop corporate 
transport called the Gulf- 
stream. 

Ever since the introduction 
of Jet fighters, interceptors and 
attack bombers, a major handi- 
cap las been the training of 
pilots and bombardier- 
navigators. 

Toere simply has not been 
room in the aircraft for a 
student and an instructor at the 
same time. 

Grumman, apparently, has 
solved the problem with its 
flying classroom. 

The body of the Gulfstream, 
which, as a passenger craft, 
can accomodate 10 perisons has 
been fitted out with a facsimile 
of the A6-A cockpit. Here, the 
pilots can practice procedure 
under observation of an 
instructor. Bombardier-navig- 
ators, likewise, receive on- 
the-job instruction in operating 
the highly complex instrumen- 
tation which carries the 
Intruder to its goal and dis- 
charges its fire power.

TightDrivingRestrictions 



The following editorial Is reprinted from the VIRGINIA TRAFFIC SAFETY NEWS, apublication 
of the Governor's Highway Safety Committee. The editorial was written by Hiram M. Smith, Jr., 
for^he February; 1968, issue of the publication. 
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The Virginia Traffic Safety Study Commis->^ 
sion has recommended two very sensible and 
necessary additions to our laws directed 
against drunken driving. Presented to the 
Legislature is a bill whereby any hospital 
would be required to Administer a blood t«t to 
a driver admitted by treason al a traffic crash 
if a police officer arrests him and requests it. 
If the driver is unconscious, he is deemed not 
to have withdrawn his consent as given under 
implied consent legislation. 

Under implied consent legislation, a driver 
arrested on a charge of drjinken driving is 
deemed to have given his consent, in return for 
the driving privilege, to a blood test. Refusal 
brings a 90-day license suspension, whether 
he be later adjudged guilty or innocent of the 
drunken driving charge. 

If the driver refuses the test when first 
Pilfered by the arr«fsting police Qfflcex,-lhe

officer then must take him before a magistrate. 
If ho apin refuses, the refusal becomes final. 
Undef the law, ah officer must take a defenAtnt 
before a magistrate with all reasonable 
promptness. 

Drinking drivers who are injured to Ihejpxtent 
that they must be hospitalized cannot be taken 
forthwith before a magistrate, even if they be 
conscious. Thus, under the present law, they 
escape the refusal penalty and the state is 
deprived of possible blood test evidence. 

The unconscious driver presents another 
xMse, Recent court rullni"! arw to the pffect 



that a blood test, taken under clinical condi- 
tions, even against the defendant's will, is a 
proper search and seizure of evidence 
incidental to the offense for which he was 
arrested. A California court has ruled that a 
t^t taken from an unconscious person is proper 
in that a test, to be effective, must be admin- 
istered quickly and that the highway carnage 
justifies it in the light of public good. 

However, other decisions are to the effect 
that blood tests taken under such circumstances 
are inadmlssable in that the defendant was not 
under arrest due to unconsciousness. Gener- 
ally, a person must b^ advised at once that he 
is under arrest and why, if the arrest is to be 
legal. 

The Commission would have Virginia follow 
other implied consent states in deeming that' 
the consent given by i m pli cation w_hen the 
individual exercises thedrivlhgprivilegeisnot 
withdrawn because of unconsciousness. 

This appears reasonable in thata person who 
drinks an^^^ drivel is certainly aware that he is 
uiqiing his risk of Involvement in a crash and a 
crash oft«i Involves ^ecmsclousness. If hecas 
be deemed to haye given his consent to stdimit 
to a test under {prescribed conditions, he cih 
certainly be deemed not to Ittvs wtttidriVD 8 
unless he ejq)ressly does so. 

With at lea^t 50 percent of our fatal crashes 
involving drinking drivers, drastic measured 
are In order to get them off the road.

K^mps Landing, a thriving 
tobacco port oo the b^nks of a 
branch of the Elizabeth River, 
acquired the more dignified 
name of Kemi^ville when it was 
incorporated in 1783. 

By this time the town had 
replaced New Townastheurt>an 
center of Princess AnneCounty. 
The original name Kemps Land- 
ing was apparently derivedfrom 
one of the families of Kempes 
who had settled in the area.

behind Pleasant Hall. 

Peter Singleton purchased 
lots in- Kempsvillefor 67 pounds 
in March 1777. He built his 
house, later named Pleasant 
Hall, in which the date April 
19, 1779 was carved in the 
bricks alxtve a basement win- 
dow. -*— 

There is evidence -that two 
wings originally were built on 
each end of the house. Accord- 
ing to V. Hope Kellam ami Sadie 
Scott in "Old Houses in Prin- 
cess Anne," "It is saia that as 
a former owner had need of 
ready cph, bricks from the 
wings or from the fence would 
be torn out and sold." Tbeltouse

Next to the courthouse was' 
the jail. The first jail was built 
of wood, according to a court 
order of 1782. That structure 
wasn't strong to hold the pris- 
oners, and in I7S7, by a new 
court order, the jail was rebuilt 
of bri5;k, two stories tall with^a 
gall^ and consisting of four 
apartnratfaii^ 

Like the courthouse, the Jail 
was put to other purposes after 
cqidiy tmildings were e|Spted 
it fnncps tmt*,^tfBMme%. 
private /school — a warn en*s 
seminary — and was used later, 
as a public school. It is now a 
private residence. 

Across Princess Anne Road 
from Pleasant Hall and next to 
Emmanuel Episcj)pal Church i^ 
the Lynnhaven Parish rectory, 
reported to be the house built by 
Maximillian Boush U in 1680. It 
reportedly became the home of 
his son, Samuel, the first mayor 
of Norfolk. Later it was run as 
a tavern by James 'J!^ Johnson 
in 18 18. It now stands abandoned. 

There is evidence of the 
house's age In it^ wide fldor 
boards, chimneys and veryhl^ 
mantels with narrow shelves. 

Another old house In the area 
is the Bellamy Manor, purchas- 
ed last year by the City of 
Virginia Beach and presently 
used, by the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department. There i^ some

'A Delicate Balance'

The action of Edward Albee's 
Pulitier Priae play, "A Deli- 
cate Balance," currently playing 
at Wedgewood Theatre, WJU- 
iajnsburg, takes place in a 
handsomely furnished living 
room of an affluent couple in 
their autumnal years. 

One of the room's appoint- 
ments is a well-stocked bar, to 
which the pe<^e in the play give 
their continuing attendance, 
almost as if it were a wood- 
burning fireplace in which logs 
must be frequently turned and 
^replenished to keep a blaze 
going. In fact, the bar quite 
replaces the traditional hearth 
as the spiritual and focal center 
point in the play. 

In two of his major plays 
Albee has recognized a cultural 
change that has substituted ttie 
clink of ice in glasses for the 
crackle of burning logs, and the 
ac«yMiuiyiBg#ang« of spirit- 
na^£it#ei U^ flvst Bi^Md- 
waf wtdeiKS, "Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?", the scene was 
a college professor'^ home 
during anall-nightdfinklngbout 
of the professor, his wife, and 
two guests. 

In "A Delicate Balance" the 
trips t6 the bar are as frequent 
as in 'jvirginia Woolf with the 
maiiv^ifference being that. In 
the later play, the home is more 
affluent, the people in it more 
urbane, and thus there are 
more, and more varied, liquor 
bottles on view, bearing more 
expensive labels. 

Since in "A Delicate Balance" 
Albee was particularly seeking

the liquor bottle. 

"A Delicate Balance" will 
continue through March 2 with 
a Sunday matinee on Feb. 25, 
Evening performances are on 
Wednesday through Saturday 
with buffet dinner at 7 and 
performance at 8:30 p.m.

Zlep^ 'Helped' with BrUlge-Tunnet 



A Ittfie knoira fftct about the 
Chma^takM Beach Volunteer 
Fire and Re^ue Ocfiartnient is 
ttM role tbe unit itlayed in con- 
structiiM of ttw Chesapeake Bay 
Bridfe-Tm&d s^t«n. 

During completloD of the bay 
crossiig, the unit covered any 
emen^cy calling for the use 
of fire aod/or ambulance equip- 
ment, a service which they are 
still called t^on to render from 
time to time. Before the cross- 
ing was completed the Chesa- 
peake Beach "Volunteers" were 
called upon to answer 100 such 
emergency calls, many times 
having to transport injured men 
from work sites by boat back to 
the first island before being 
able to transport tbe men by 
ambulance to a hospital. 

Waters of Chesapeake Bay, 
as well as numerous lakes in 
their immediate region, are a 
large factor in many of the calls 
for assistance from swimmers, 
b(»ters and other water enthus- 
iasts during the summer months 
of the year. To meet these 
emergencies the Rescue Squad 
is equipped with an amphibious 
DUWK, a 14 foot aluminum boat 
and trailer, a four wheel drive 
International "Beach Rescue" 
unit, and a Jeep "Beach Res- 
cue" ambuUflce. v_ 

Other RiWueSguad equip- 
ment consisCr~of tw^ ambu- 
lances, which are also^ used in 
answering fire alarms, 6r other 
emergencies such as Itraffic 
accidents. An indication^ of the 
value of these ambulances was 
demonstrated last year when 
they answered 448 calls for 
ambulance service. 

The department was formed 
in 1942 and began operations in 
a garage owned by "Buddy" 
Grlfntli. Shortly thereafter the 
'headquarters* was transferred 
to a building on Pleasure House 
Road when C.T. Maroia was 
elected chief of the department. 
During the "late 40's" the 
department |)uilt a two bay 
station house on Lake Drive 
where it remained until 1962 
when it was decided to build the 
present headquarters site on ° 
Pleasure House Road. 

Two additional bays were Just 
added to the building last July. 
Men of the department con- 
structed the station bouse them- 
selves, thus saving a{q;)roxim- 
ately $50,000 in costs, and are 
still completing the interior of 
'the last addition as well as being 
nearly ready to place lettering 
on the outside of the building 
to eonvlete it's Identification. 
While tbe present strength 
of the department stands at 27 
men, several men have been 
placed on waiting lists. A few 
of the men have been granted 
"leaves of absence" while they 
are servii^ in various branches 
of the military service. During

Men of the department are 
assisted In many of their pro- 
jects by the Ladles Auxiliary. 
Mrs. E.O. Pavey, is president 
of the Auxiliary, with Florence 
Kniffen,' vice president; Doris 
Shaver, secretary; Linda 
Marois, treasurer; and Janie 
Walker, chaplain. 

Like other "Volunteer" fire 
departments of the city, the 
Chesapeake Beach unit depends 
' tq)on public donations for oper- 
ation of the unit. Members of the 
unit are constantly striving for 
methods of repaying this public 
support, and have offered space 



in the headquarters building for 
civic league meetings and adult 
hobby classes. In addition to 
sponsoring Boy Scout Cub Pack

Teenage Bride 
Became First Lady 

If you think kids are bad today, just check your history book- 
like back to the days of George and Martha Washington. 

Did you know that Martha Dandridge Custis Washington was 
a teenage bride? She was married (the first time) at the age 
of 17 to a man 14 years her senior,. Not only that, his father 
objected to the marriage and would not give his consent for 
'two years. Their first home incidentally, was called "The 
White House." 

Their son, Jacky, grew up to be a draft dodger —at least 
a hold out. He did not, enlist in the army (which George Wash- 
ington was commanding) until the Revolution w as four y eajs 
'^d.Fe also married at 19— a rf-yeaf-oldWl. 

But Patsy, as she was called by her family, had troubles 
of her own with getting married. After the death of her first 
husband, Daniel Parke Custis, she became engaged to Wash- 
ington. Her parents objected to the match because they did „ 
not consider hini her "social equal." 

Patsy was the daughter of a wealthy landowner who lived 
in New Kent County, Va., near Williamsburg. She had no 
formal school but was tutored at home. 

According to reports, she was short and slight with brown 
eyes and light brown hair. She danced well and played the splbet. 

During the Revolution, Patsy Washington ralllW behind her 
husband, joining him at his camps during the winter of 1776- 
77 at Cambridge, Mass., 1777-78 during the difficult winter 
at Valley Forge and 1778-80 at Morristown, N.J. At her in- 
slstaitc^, her coach was loaded with food and supplies from 
Mount Vernon which she carried to the troops. 

She also organized a women's sewing, circle to mend the 
clothing of the soldiers. Then she arranged a Christmas bail" 
to "encourage re-enllstments." . " 

After the war all she wanted was to settle down at Mount 
Vernon, No such Itick. First she. and George adopted their 
two ycHingest grandchildren after their son Jacky died. Then 
GeOTge, who said he wanted no public office, was elected 
preskSent.

Patriotism mixed with a 
liberal dose of fellowship was 
the keynote o( the local ob- 
servance of the 100th birthday 
anniversary of the Benevolent 
and Protective Order ^f Elks 
Friday night at Bow Creek Golf 
and Country Club, 

U.S. Rep. Thomas N. Do*rning 
who spoke after dinner, told 
the Elks of Virginia Beach 
Lodge 2268 and their wives that 
"these are tortuous times for 
all Americans, 'Times that try 
Men's souls'. If there was ever 
a time for patriotism it is now.'i^ 

He said he had not seen 
Waslfington so gloomy and tense 
since 1962 when the Russians 
blockaded Berlin. 

"But it is the heartbreak of 
Southeast Asia and Vietnam that 
casts its pall.over the nation's 
capitol," Downing said. "The 
hijacking of the 'Pueblo'.^was 
an act of piracy and war which 
threw this country into humilia- 
tion. And there is the frustration 
of a seeming stalemate inSouth 
Vietnam where nearly 600,000 
of America's finest are fighting 
their hearts out.

Radios Needed 
For Emergencies 



VirginU Betcb is one of 68 
cities niroagbout ttie United 
States, witii {x^uUtlons of over 
100,000 , making use of an 
am ffi^ ia? program vtaidi links 
resid«its of the city with police 
officers lo a dual effort to 
combat crime. The program is 
called "Community Radio 
Watch". 

- The program is a public ser- 
vice effort on the part of citizens 
giving sui¥ort to police by the 
use of existing two way radio 
communications. Private citi- 
zens, taxi drivers, ham radio 
operators, and members of 
boslness firms having two way 
radio's in their auto's are 
constantly on the alert for 
unlawful acts, fires, accidents 
aod/or persons in need of emer- 
gency assistance. When suchao 
incident is observed by a 
member of "Community Radio 
Watch" the information is 
Relayed to his "base station", 
and in turn given police by 
phone. -Thus police, or other 
emergency units, can be dis- 
patched to the scene within 
moments. ..„,„, , 



has already been proven in 
summoning assistance in a large 
number of accidents, some in- 
volving personal injury , a 
robbery in the Beach Borough 
last fall and a number of lar- 
cenies. According to Terry, 
plans are being made for estab- 
lishing a "central dispatchers 
office" in the city, which would 
operate around the clock as^ a 
focal point for handling "Com- 
munity Radio Watch" messages. 
Through the use of this central 
radio relay point all calls could 
be "screened" before alerting 
police, fire, or rescue units, 
and for the alerting of additional 
"Watch" members if requested 
by authorities to assist in any 
emergency. 

The value of the program is 
further deomonstrated by it's 
having been initiated in 382 
cities and towns in 47 states. 
Motorola RadioCorporationhas 
taken over sponsorship of the 
program , and is bearing the 
expense of printing literature 
and membership decals and 
identification cards. 



Provisions

Disability 



New protection for the young 
worker and his family stands 
out among the new provisions 
in the social security law for 
the disabled. 

For young workers who be- 
came disabled before they had 
a chance to work under social 
security for at least -five years» 
a new change in the disability 
benefit provisions is a boon. 

For benefits to be paid to a 
disabled worker and his dep- 
endents under the old law he 
needed social security credits 
for at least five out of the 10 
years before becoming dis- 
abled. Now, if you become dis- 
ablil between 24 a,nd 31, you 
need credits for only half the 
tim«i between age 2i an'i the 
time you became unable to 
work. If you are disabled before 
you reach age 24, you need only 
one and one half years of work 
under social security out of a 
three-year period ending when 
your disability began.

Cumin Adds 'Spice' p Recipes 




A close study of spice shelves 
in different parts of this huge 
country gives further proof that 
the United States is a "melting 
poi" with considerable regional 
differences in cooking and 
seasoning. 

Let's take cumin as an exam- 
ple of spice use around the 
country. It is a great favorite 
in Spanish and Latin-American 
cuisine so popular in the western 
part of our country. <.'Comino" 
gives enticing aroma to rice, 
beans, potatoes, plantains and 
sub-tropical vegetables. 

Cumin «as brought to Spain 
from its ei£tem Mediterranean 
homeland by the Moors, thea 
carried to Latin-Americaby the 
early :^>anish explorers. Cen- 
turies ago cumin was taken from 
the NUe Valley to Arabia, Indi^ 
and China. It is popular in |he 
cookery of the Hear East and no 
IDdian curry would taste right 
without its adBiixture of cumin. 

The average person may thiidc 
he's never eaten cumin, but he 
has, if he's a lover of chili oon 
^cari^ or. tKjBl, other dishes 
seasoned with chili powder. 
Cumin is as important to a good 
chili ' powder as it is to its 
oriental cousin, curry powder. 
In addition to these blends, 
cumin is used subtly in all kinds 
of commercial meats, pickles, 
sausages, soups and stews. 

Use the whole seed in long- 
cooking dishes such as stews, 
braised meats and pickling 
liquids. Ground cumin should be 
used in baked goods; rice; 
stuffed, baked potatoes; ham- 
burgers; meat loaves or stuff- 
ings. Since this is one of the 
bolder spices, usebetweenone- 
fourth and one-half teaspoon of 
cumin in main dishes planned 
for six servings.

As the sun rises in dlffereiA 
parts of the gl(^, it awaka» 
pe(^le— and their appetites. 
The first human fuel for the 
day may be a single cup of 
bracing coffee. Or It may be a 
ci4> of coffee plus a fruit, a 
roll or e{^ and sausage. It 
may even t>e a multi-course 
affair with everything from cof- 
fee to meat aod them some! 
But whether a roll or a mini- 
ature banquet is the iiccom- 
paniment, hot coffee is almost 
invariably enjoyed by people 
around the world after the long 
night's fast. 

Though many North American 
city-dwellers are known for 
cqffee-only breakfasts, our La- 
tin American neighbors add a 
bit more substance to the morn- 
ing menii. Colombian house- 
wives follow fruit juice with 
Argja— a patty cake made of 
corn kernels prepared like ho- 
miny, then mixed with cheese 
and baked in a red-lK>t char- 
coal oven. 

Pan de Yuca is another Col- 
ombian favorite, comparable to 
our toast or English muffins. 
These are little rolls of Yuca 
flour, t>aked fresh everyday and 
served hot with coffee. Morn- 
ing coffee in Latin American 
coffee-growing countries is 
mixed vidtb hot milk, making the 
famous, cafe con leche, or cafe 
com leite as it Is called In 
Portuguese. 

Breakfast in Brazil might 
center around a steaming bowl 
of Papa de Milho, a nourish- 
ing corn cereal flavored with 
milk, cinnamon and honey. An- 
other popular BraziUam cereal 
is made of oats which are cooked 
and blended with egg yolks. 
Cafe com leite, or media, a 
half and half combination of 
dark coffee and steaming milk, 
is almost always on the menu. 
On occasion, black coffee is 
sipped with breakfast, but the 
half-and-half version is more 
popular. 

Cafe con leche is also an'im- 
portant part of breakfast in 
Mexico, and so is the omnip- 
resent kernel of corn in all its 
many forms. Corn is such an 
integral part of Mexican cul- 
ture and history that the anc- 
ienit Mayas l>elieved that people 
were constructed of it,^ husks 
and all. 

<^ .'rAn^'etertflonsr' array ^fbir- 
i tiiUas aiKl breads appear on 
Mexi(»ut br^BJdast tables. The 
breads are not only nutritious 
and tasty, but they have fas- 
cinating shapes with names to 
match. There are shell-shaped 
breads called conchas and tie- 
shaped ones named, appropria- 
tely, corbatas. 

Breakf^t In Mexico, as in 
the United States, range from 
quick cereal and coffee repasts 
to a complete meal of eggs with 
tomato and fried bananas. Or 
yOu may feast on frijoles and 
Distec, known to us as beans 
and steak. Some luscious- 
sounding Mexican egg dishes 
for Sundays, holidays, and 
ranch-style dliUng call for pep- 
pers, sausage, cheese and av- 
ocado sauce— great Ideas for 
glorifying the versatile egg! 

Often, cosmopolitan break- 
fasts in the United States clos- 
ely resemble the continental 
breakfasts of France and Italy. 
Petit dejeuner in Paris is a 
little morning repast— black 
coffee with milk (cafe au lait) 
and the famous flaky croissant. 
The French and Italians have 
a special way of preparing cafe 
au lait. Two tiny pots are pla- 
ced on the table— one filled with 
hot coffee, the other with hot 
milk. The steaming liquids are 
poured simultaneously into the

cup. The result Is a frothy, 
incomparably delicious coffee- 
milk blend. 

If you've ever had the plea- 
sure of breakfasting in Britain, 
you know that the first meal of 
the day oan be grand as well as 
petit. A hungry Anglo-Saxon 
greets the morning with fruit 
or„ porridge, finnan haddie with 
boiled potatoes, grilled toma- 
toes and mushrooms, crisp 
toast with marmalade and at 
least a couple of cups of coffee. 

Holland and the Scandinavian 
countries also believe in hearty 
morning fare. The big coffee- 
pot on a Dutch table will in- 
evitably be surrounded by an 
assortment of cold cuts and 
cheese, thin black pumper :;! 
nickel, fruit breads aiui ai)evy 
of preserves. 

Austrlans and Germans love 
breakfast with such a passion 
that they frequently have two.

A rmed Forces Fight Vur' War Overseas

Dwiog ttae past six weeks It 
ims be«p my pleasure to write 
a serl^ of articles, printed 
exclusively in tbe VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN. 

Th^e articles dealt primari- 
ly with the United Stat^ Navy, 
tbe many problems facing us in 
the W^ern Pacific and how^ 
they are being solved. 

The material for the articles 
was] gathered during a 10-day 
trip' that started in Alameda, 
, and eiKied in Pearl 
r, Hawaii. The agenda 
I for a four-daystayonttie 
d aircraft car- 
. EnterprL^i^and a four day 
vi^\to the various navai 
instulations inand a<:ound Pearl 
Harbor. 

Our group, composed of 15 
executives from the various 
news media, were the guests of 
the Navy Department. The 
purpose was, to gather first hand 
information and, if we so* 
desired, report back to the 
people in our communities. 

This tour is the most exciting 
and productive I have ever taken 
part in. We met ^me wonderful 
men, officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel, dedicated to a job even 
in the fiaiceof mass confusion and 
bitterly-voiced opinions here at 
home regarding United States 
pavticipation in the Vietnam 
war. 

We were e3gx»ed to the most 
modern weapons of war, so 
a#esome and devestating they 
. defy description. The USS 
Enterprise, 25 -stories high, 
four fbotball fields long, is 
powered by eight nuclear reac- 
tors that generate maneuvera- 
bility unmatched by ships one 
third the size. 

The Enterprise is not only 
the world's largest warship but 
also the world's fastest. The 
feats and capabilities »f this 
huge floating island are well 
known to the enemy. Russia has 
announced plans for the building 
of aircraft carriers. So has 
Red China, bat theirs is a 
cateh-up game. Uncle Sam has 
tiie 1^ and has other carriers 
on the drawing board. 

The crew of the Enterprise is 
almost handpicked, with a heavy 
accent on electronic eiqierts. 
AfRerica^s young manhood re- 
sponds to tbe challenge of 
sailing such a highly technical 
wai'sfaip. Reenlistments on the 



Enterprise are 19 percent as 
opposed to five percent in other 
Navy areas. 

The cost of training men to 
man nuclear powered aircraft 
carriers and nuclear subma- 
rine is high. Navy officials 
insist tbe end result is weU 
worth the tax dollar expenditure. 
There are those in Washington 
who say "No". 

A part of that confusion can 
be traced to the news coverage 
.of the "doves" who want us out 
and the "hawks" who want us in. 
And what can be more frustra- 
ting to a fighting man than to 
know he represents the world's 
most powerful country, fighting 
a fourth rate opponent and still 
not winning. Frustrating, you 
bet it is! Civil rights marchers, 
draft card burners and bearded 
hippies are not exactly morale 
builders. When you are thou- 
sands of miles away from home 
and every time you step out of 
a foxhole some guy takes asbot 
at you, its small wonder that 
these boys want to be damned 
sure what they are fighting for 
is worth it! 

This, then, is the conclusion 
of our story, a tale of the men 
and the ships who watch for us 
in the Western Pacific. Perhaps, 
along, the way, we have not 
reported in a completely factual 
manner. In many instances we 
may have seemed almost crit- 
ical of a Navy that we rate, 
frankly, as "the greatest." ..^ 
During our tour we saw the 
largest assemblege ...of war 
crafts and weapons ever devised 
by man: a giant aircraft carrier 
capeable of sailing for years 
without touching shore; a float- 
ing airfield serving as home 
port to planes that fly faster 
than sound and. carry bombs 
that could literally set tbe globe 
on fire. And we sailed in a 
submarine that could fire atomic 
weapon^ while submerged, with 
a range of 2,600 miles and the 
accuracy of hitting a football 
field. 

But In the face of this awe- 
some spectacle, we also saw 
the face of America's fighting 
man. It was the same face that 
has served our nation before, on 
the road to Paris, Guam, It»o 
Jima, Korea. The lips are tight, 
the eyes glint with steel, the 
skin is drawn tight. He is old 
before his time. He fights by 
force rather than choice, he's 
there because somebody has to

do the dirty work. He wants no 
part of it but be is a part of it. 
He gives much and asks little 
"please, dear God, make my 
sacrifice worth while. Make 
this tbe last one." 

Someday these boys, the lucky 
ones, will be coming back. Lets 
all try to get our bouse in shape 
for the homecoming! 

Tbifr' reporter does not feel 
qualified to voice an opinion in 
either direction. Adm. U.S. 
Grant Sharp, Commander in 
Chief, Pacific told our group 
America already is engaged in 
World War HI, an electronic 
war. There is no doubt but what 
our forces in tbe Western 
Pacific are prepared along this 
line. 

In the air, on tbe sea and 
under the sea, our war ships 
are equipped for "push button" 
response. The responsibility of 
planned bkttle actions have 
shifted from tbe individual to the 
computer light. The decision of 
when to use that computer still 
rests with man. 

This so called "push button 
war" is not cheap. American 
taxpayers are well awate that ' 
this by far is our most costly. 
Tbe electronic war does not 
save lives. It produces new 
ways to kill even more. Be- 



the war seriously. They constantly train in 
s like those employed in Vietnam.

cause of the inability of nations 
to communicate, tiie citizens 
must continue to pay the UU, 
in tax dollars and in lives. 

This appears to be a war of 
three objectives. The electronic 
area is by far the most costly in 
monetary terms and in the 
training of men. The diplomatic 
war, the war of words or brain 
washing in Vietnam if you will, 
is perhaps the most challenging. 
The hand to hand combat in 
Vietnam is the real heartbreak- 
er. We're winning but we're 
losing. . .lives. 

The electronic phase of war is 
costly, far beyond the compre- 
hension of the average American 
citizens. Forget if you will the 
millions that are poured into the 
building of jets, nuclear sut>s 
and nuclear aircraft carriers. 
Just look at the cost of training 
men to man these highly tech- 
nical ships. 

For example, it costs an 
estimated $150,000 to tr^n a 
pilot to fly a jet fighter. These 
fallows cannot be classed "car- , 
eer" men. A big majority pull 
their bitch and thenresj^n to, 
pursue a safer and more lucra- 
tive careierT-like flying vUha 
commercial airline. i 

The loss of highly skilled j 
fighters and electronic special 
Ists is not restricted as a Navj 
problem. The Aripy and tbeAli 
Force arf havilhg their headf- 
aches, too. i 



While on the Enterprise we 
had many "frank" talks with 
jet pilots regarding the ex- 
tremely low percentage of re- 
enlistments in their ranks. 
These fellows are sharp, most ^ 
are college grads. Their's is a 
commodity in high demand, 
parti(*ularly with the explosion 
growth in commercial airlines. 

The average Navy Jet fighter, 
perhaps rightly, seeins to feel 
that once be has flown the 
required number of missions or 
months he has paid off, in 
service to his country and for 
the trainii^ he was afforded. 
Most are looking ahead to 
greener pastures, flying com- 
mercial with more time at home, 
more pay and less risk. 

Not even the Navy's most 
brilliant 4-star admirals can 
cope with the problem of reen- 
llstment. It is a problentfaced 
In all branches of tbe armed 
forces, a never ending battle of 
competing with American 
Industry. This Is* ohelKitae the 
^rmed forces are losing.

More Funds 

The commitment of the 
Children's Home Society, which 
was chartered by the General 
Assembly of Virginia in 1900 
has not been research; or new 
projects, iMit service; parents 
are>ieiind lor ddidcen wbooeedi 
them. 

Robert Carter, president of the 
Society, announced "the citizens 
of Virginia will soon be re- 
ceiving a letter seeking funds 
for the work of the Society." 

Carter continued, "there is 
a constantly growing need fbr 
funds to take care of babies 
in need of adoption. To take 
care of this need the Board 
of Directors have approved a 
budget of $376,728 for 1968". 

Carter reports: "the last five 
years have seen the number of 
parents seeking adoption for 
their babies fiuroui^ your Child- 
ren's Home Society increased 
as follows: 391 in 1963, 457 
in 1964, 497 in 1965, 531 in 
1966, and 527 in 1967. The 
number of babies received into 
foster care for placement Into 
adoption homes in the same 
years was 167, 209, 222, 198, 
and 201. 

The number placed for adop- 
tion for those same years was 
148, 194, 205, 195, and 188. 
In 1967 there were 184 babies 
the Society had to refuse service 
due to the lack of resources. 
What happens to these babies? 
There are a few local or 
sectarian voluntary agencies 
which offer adoption service. 
But, County or City departments 
of public welfare are the main 
resources."

The practice of firing em- 
ployees wlK) do not pay moDqr 
to labor unions would be legal- 
ized by enactment of a bill, 
submitted last weelc to the 
Virginia General Assembly by 
Senator Henry E. Howell, Jr., 
of NorfoUc. 

Discrimination against em- 
ployees on the basis of elttier 
union membership or oon- 
m embershlp has been prohibited 
since 1947 by the Virginia Right 
To Work Law. As It now stands, 
.that law expressly forbids lab- 
or-management a g r e e m e n t s 
which require workers "to pay 
any dues, fees or other cluu-ges 
o^f any kind to any labor tulon 
of later organization," 



An examination of the Howell 
proposal reveals that It would 
sanction a collective bargaining 
agreement compelling employ- 
ees to pay money to a labor 
union. According to various 
press reports, however, the 
Senator said: "This has nothing 
to do with the Right To Work 
Law." 

His comment is reminiscent 
of Oie legendary legislator ^«1io 
said: "Let me say emphatically 
tiiat It is not my purpose to 
repeal the law forbidding 
bigamy; I merely want to make 
it legal fat a man to have more 
than one wife." 

At the very least. Senator 

Howell should honestly acknow- 

. ledge that he is endfavorlng to 

rqi)eal the Virginia Ri^t To

goods and services, empty stores, and tte 
possible elimination of tte drugstore as a 
traditidnal service institution in all communities. 
We can also look forward to queulng-up at tte 
few aiid far between medical centers and 
hospitals to obtain our prescription drugs. That 
is not at all a pleasant proq>ect when you 
consider that, more often than not, tte patio^ 
who are in need of drugs are not feeling well 
enough to travel long distances and wait in line 
for medicine. 

If Dr. Goddard's dire forecasts turn out to be 
true, no iQnger will we be able to have our 
prescriptions filled or refilled at our "corner 
drugstore" or call for immediate delivery of 
healtt care needs in all klndsofweatteror have 
emergency drug services readily available over 
a 24-hour period, or to be able to have a trained 
professional and business person ready to serve 
all members of our family, young or old, wltt 
tte kind of personal attrition we have always 
receivei from our local phamadst; or be able 
to talk to our neighborhood pharmacist about a 
large number of personal and community probf 
lems. 

We sincerely hope ttttt the oommissioner Is 
wrong in his predictions and the drugstore will 
remain as a vital service instltirtioninallof wir 
communitl^. But If tte commissioner is correct, 
what otter segment of our free eotennrlse 
systeni will a few schemers turn to in tteir 
^torts to control our society?

Each owner is responsible 
for "timing" his bird durtag 
competition. Special docl^, 
which are usually imported 
from Germany, are used in 
timing races. The clock's con- 
tain a paper tape, which is 
stamped with a time symbol 



a t the start of a race, along 
with another such symbol whai 
the bird reaches it's home loft. 
Two bands are also pr^ared 
at tiie start of the race which 
correspond to a code in each 
clodE. 

One of the bands is placed 
under security by race off- 
icials, the other is removed 
from the bird's leg when it 
readies the home loft and 
placed in the clock for regis- 
tering with the elapsed time 
designation stamp. 

Anyone who bias ever given 
any thought to the performance 
of homing pigeons usually pon- 
ders the question "How do they 
find their way home?" In field- 



ing this question Lambert said 
that ho one has been able 
to explain it. He did, however, 
advaaCe> one theory which 
appears prevalent among train- 
ers of homing pigeons. 

Lambert surmised that the 
blrd'i during their training acc- 
Umate themselves to the 
position of the sun in relaticm- 
sh^ to their home surroundings, 
aiKl use it as a type of compass 
heading for finding Uieir dir- 
ections. While this may appear 
feasible for training a bird 
over a given distance and head- 
ing from it's home loft, how do 
you explain the ability of a l>ird 
to return from any (Ustance or 
direction from it's home loft?

Now is the season to start 
vegetable and flower plants for 
your garden. Sow seeds about 
six weeks ahead of the time you 
plan to set the plants outdoors. 
Don't plant too early. Plants 
that are a bit too small are 
easier to transplant and re- 
cover more rapidly than those 
that are too large. 

A few pots or flats, which 
can be located in a sunny win- 
dow or porch, will supply many 
of the plants you need. Most of 
us set out too many cabbage, 
tomato « and other plants any- 
way. A dozen well-grown plants 
will provide an adequate quan- 
tity of cabbage, lettuce, peppers 
and tomatoes for the average 
family. A half-dozen hybird cu- 
cumbers will provide all you 
need, plus some for the nei^- 
bors.

The soil for producing seed- 
ling vegetable or flower plants 
should>be a loose, fertile mix- 
ture which holds moisture and 
yet allows good drainage.

Do you realize that a few pennies saved on food every 
week can mean dollars in your pocket at the end of the 
year? That brings me to the penny-wise, vitamin-pacj^ed 
turnip. It's in peak supply now, at 10< a pound. 

Most people like them masher! and seasoned with butter 
or margarine. But remember, if you have an electric 
range, always boil your vegetables in a small amount of 
watef- and in a tightly-covered sauce pan. Personally, I 
prefer half turnips and half potatoes, cooked in boiling 
salted water till tender, then diained and mashed with 
light cream or butter till fluffy. Another flavor surprise 

t* co^ them^ ift beef eonsomnxe -(one-lftii <>*• caiuia 2^ 
Ib8.-t>f1urnip8) until tender. Drain and mash the turnip.s 
till fluffy, then add a M teaspoon of sugar and 2 table- 
spoons of chopped parsley before serving. 

And here's a recipe that should be on your list of spe- 
cials; LEMON-PARSLEYED TURNIPS. Pare turnips 
and cut into sticks (as you would potatoes for french fry- 
ing) till you have 2 cups. Boiil in salted water until just 
tender, 10 or 15 minutes. Drain am\ add 1 tablesp»«j 
butter or margarine. 2 teaspoons snipped parsley, 1 finel^ 
chopped onion and 1 teaspoon, lemon juice. Toss to coat 
evenly. Makes 4 superb servings, and the cost, about 28*. 
The coat of electricity to cook it, less than U. Quite a 
bargain, electricity. Think about that when you're boiling 
your thrifty turnips.
